The  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge  of  Ancient,  Free 
and  Accepted  Masons  of  British  Cohimbia,  held  a  Special 
Communication  at  the  Masonic  Temple,  in  the  City  of  Vic- 
toria, Province  of  British  Columbia,  Dominion  of  Canada, 
on  the  28t]i  day  of  July,  A.D.  1883,  A.L.  5883,  at  2  p.m.

Grand  Master  in  a  short  address  stated 
the  object  of  this  Special  Communication,  and  directed  the 
V.'.  W.*.  Grand  Secretary  to  read  the  letter  of  Invitation 
from  J.  H.  Lawson,  Esq.,  the  Hon.  Secretary  of  the  British 
Columbia  Protestant  Orphans'  Home,  which  was  a  follows : —

British  Columbia. 
Dear  Sir, — I  am  directed  by  the  ('ommittee  of  the  ProtcHtant  Oi- 
phaiiH'  Home  toask  if  the  A.F.  and  A.  Masons  would  kindly  undertake 
tlie  laying  of  the  foundation  stone  of  the  new  building  about  to  l)e 
erected  for  tlie  Orphans'  Home  in  this  city.  The  building  is  to  be 
commenced  at  once,  and  if  this  application  is  favorably  considered 
arrangements  will  be  made  for  having  the  foundation  stone  laid  at 
any  time  convenient  to  you. 

I  am,  dear  sir,  your  ol)edient  servant,

The  M.-.W.-.  Grand  Master  stated  that  the  matter  had 
been  laid  before  him,  and  he  had  referred  the  same  to  the 
Board  of  General  Purposes,  who  heartily  concurred  and  had 
fixed  this  Saturday,  the  28th  instant,  and  had  so  directed  the 
Grand  Secretary  to  inform  them  accordingly. 

All  things  being  in  readiness  W.'.  Bro.  Edward  C.  Neu- 
felder,  Grand  Marshal,  formed  the  procession  in  the  follow- 
ing order  :

From  Masonic  Temple  throuf?h  Douj?las  street  to  Johnson  ; 
along  Johnson  street  to  (iovernment ;  through  Govern- 
ment street  to  Fort ;  up  P"'ort  street  to  Blanchard; 
thence  to  objective  i)oint. 

The  head  of  the  procession  having  arrived  at  the  objective 
point  the  Brethren  halted,  opened  to  the  right  and  left,  and 
uncovered.  The  Grand  Master  and  his  officers  passed 
through  the  lines  to  the  platform  constructed  for  the  occa- 
sion ;  the  rest  of  the  Brethren  surrounded  the  platform  (in- 
side the  circle  of  spectators)  forming  a  hollow  square  ;  those 
officers  having  parts  to  take  in  the  ceremony  being  near  the 
Grand  Master. 

Bro.  A.  A.  Green,  President  of  the  Orphans'  Home 
Committee,  with  a  few  well  chosen  remarks  presented  the  M.  •. 
W.  • .  Grand  Master  with  a  silver  trowel.  After  a  suitable  reply 
by  the  M.  '.W.'.  G.  M.  Baker,  the  ceremony  proceeded.  The 
Grand  Marshal  proclaiming  silence  said  :    By  authority  of 
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the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  .Master  of  Masons,  of  the  Prov- 
ince of  British  Columbia,  and  in  obedience  to  his  order,  I  do 
now  command  and  require  all  persons  here  assembled  to  pre- 
serve silence  and  to  observe  due  order  and  decorum  during 
the  ceremonies  of  this  occasion.  This  proclamation  I  make 
once,  twice,  thrice,  in  the  South,  West  and  East.  The  M.*. 
W.*.  Grand  Master  then  delivered  the  following 

ADDRESS : 

It  has  been  the  custom  among  the  Fraternity  of  Free  and  Accept- 
ed Masons  from  time  immemorial  to  assemble  for  the  purpose  of  lay- 
ing foundation  stones  of  churches,  public  buildings  and  monuments, 
when  retpiested  so  to  do  by  those  in  authority.  The  Committee  of 
the  Protestant  Orphans'  Home  having  invited  the  Fraternity  to  lay 
the  foundation  stone  of  the  building  to  be  erected  by  them,  our  Most 
Worshipful  Grand  Lodge  has  been  here  convened  by  our  order,  and  it 
is  our  will  and  pleasure  that  theOfBcers  and  Brethren  here  assembled 
do  now  assist  us  in  this  work.  R. ".  W.  •.  Senior  Grand  Warden  you  will 
communicate  this  to  the  R.".  W.".  Junior  Grand  Warden,  and  he  to 
the  Craft,  that  they  having  due  notice  this  foundation  stone  may  bo 
laid  in  ample  form. 

The  band  played  short  appropriate  selections. 

The  necessary  preparations  having  been  made  for  laying 
the  stone,  (on  which  was  engraved  ''Protestant  Orphai:s' 
Home,  erected  28th  July,  A.  D.  1883,  A.  L.  5883,  Eclgiir 
Crow  Baker,  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master,")  it  was  raised 
with  a  Lewis  and  suitable  tackle. 

Prayer  was  then  offered  by  the  Grand  Chaplain. 

Bv  command  of  the  Grand  Master  the  Grand  Treasurer 
then  placed  under  the  stone  various  coins  and  documents. 

The  Grand  Secretary  read  a  list  of  the  same  as  follows  :

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Solemn  music  by  the  band,  during  which  the  stone  was 
lowered  by  three  distinct  motions. 

The  band  ceased  playing  at  the  third  motion,  and  the 
choir  in  attendance  sang  hymn  491 — **  Christ  is  our  Corner 
Stone." 

The  Grand  Superinter-lent  of  Works  then  presented  the 
working  tools  to  the  Grand  Master,  who  handed —

The  D.-.  G.-.  M.'.  applied  the  scpiare  to  the  stone  and  reported  : 
M.'.  W.'.  I  find  the  stone  to  he  sipiare,  the  craftsmen  have  performed 
their  duty. 

Grand  Master.  R-.W.-.  Senior  Grand  Warden,  What  is  the 
proper  jewel  of  your  office  ? 

R.-.  G.-.  W.-.    The  Level. 

G.'.  M.-.    What  are  its  moral  and  masonic  u:ws? 

S.'.  G.-.  W.'.  Morally  it  reminds  us  of  equality,  and  its  use  is  to 
lay  horizontals. 

G.*.  M.-.  Apply  the  implements  of  your  office  to  the  stone,  and 
make  report. 

The  Senior  (irand  Warden  ai)plied  the  level  to  the  stone  and  re- 
plied :  M.-.  W.-.  I  find  the  stone  to  be  level,  the  craftsmen  have  per- 
formed their  duty. 

Grand  Master.  R.'.  W.-.  Junior  Grand  Warden,  What  is  the 
proper  jewel  of  your  offic*^? 

J.'g.-.  W.\    The  Plumb. 

G.'.  M.-.    What  are  its  moral  and  masonic  uses? 

J.-.  G.-.  W.-.  Morally  it  teaches  rectitude  of  conduct,  and  we  use 
it  to  try  perpendiculars. 
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G.'.  M.-.    Apply  the  implement  of  your  office  to  the  stone,  and 

make  I'eport. 

The  Junior  Grand  Warden  applied  the  plumb  to  the  stone  and 

reported  :  Most  Worshipful  I  tind  the  stone  is  plumb,  the  craftsmen 
have  performed  their  duty. 

This  corner  stone  has  been  tested  by  the  proper 

implements  of  masonry;  I  And  that  the  craftsmen  have  skillfully  and 

faithfully  performed  their  duty,  ami  I  do  declare  the  stone  to  be  well 

formed,     "true  and  trusty,"  and  correctly  laid   according   to  the 

rules  of  our  Ancient  Craft.    Let  the  elements  of  consecration  now  be 

presented. 

At  this  juncture  the  G.*.  D.*.  C*.  directed  the  Grand 
Stewards  to  hand  the  following  vessels  to  officers  respec- 
tively : 

(toUI  vessel  containing  corn  to  Deputy  Grand  Master. 

Silver  vessel  containing  wine  to  Senior  Grand  Warden. 

Silver  vessel  containing  oil  to  Junior  (Jrand  Warden. 

The  D.'.G.'.  M. •.  went  forward  with  the  vessel  of  corn 
and  poured  it  upon  the  stone,  saying  : 

I  pour  tliis  corn  as  an  emblem  of  i)lejity.  May  the  blessing  of 
bounteous  Heaven  be  showered  upon  us,  and  upon  all  like  patriotic 
and  i)enevolent  undertakings,  and  inspire  us  and  the  hearts  of  thi' 
))eople  with  virtue,  wiHcTom  and  gratitude. 

Response :    So  mote  it  be. 

The  S.*.  G.'.  W.'.  then  went  forward  with  the  vessel  of 
wine  and  poured  it  upon  the  stone,  saying  : 

I  pour  this  wine  as  an  emblem  of  Joy  and  gladness.  May  tiic 
great  Ruler  of  the  universe  bless  and  i)rosper  our  Dominion,  Provin- 
cial, and  (^ity  governments,  preserve  the  British  Empire,  and  may  it 
be  a  bond  of  friendship  and  brotherly  love  that  shall  endure  through 
all  time. 

Response  :    So  mote  it  be. 

The  J.*.  G.'.  W.'.  then  went  forward  with  the  vessel  of 
oil  and  poured  it  upon  the  stone,  saying  : 

I  pour  this  oil  as  an  emblem  of  peace.  May  its  blessings  abide 
with  us  continually,  and  may  the  Grand  Master  of  Heaven  and  Earth 
shelter  and  protect  the  widow  and  orphan;  shield  and  protect  them 
from  the  trials  and  vicissitudes  of  the  world,  and  so  bestow  his  mercy 
upon  the  bereaved,  the  attlicted,  the  sorrowing,  that  they  may  know 
sf)rrow  and  trouble  no  more. 

Response  :    So  mote  it  be. 
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The  Grand  Master  then  struck  the  stone  three  times  with 
the  gavel.  Standing  in  front  of  all,  his  hands  extended,  he 
offered  the  following  invocation  : 

May  the  beneficent  Author  of  NaUire  bless  tht>  people  of  this 
Province  with  an  abundaiice  of  the  necessaries,  conveniences,  and 
eomforts  of  life ;  assist  in  the  erection  and  completion  of  this  building, 
protect  the  workmen  against  every  accident,  and  preserve  the  struc- 
tnre  from  decay,  and  grant  to  us  all  a  sufficient  supply  of  the  corn  of 
nourisiiment,  the  wine  of  refreshment,  and  the  oil  of  joy.    Amen. 

Response :    So  mote  it  be. 

The  Public  Grand  Honors  were  then  given. 

The  Grand  Master  then  delivered  the  plans  and  imple- 

plements  of  architecture  to  the  Architect,  saying  : 

Worthy  Sir  :  Having  thus  as  Grrand  Master  of  Masons  in  British 
(Columbia  laid  the  foundation  stone  of  this  structure,  I  now  deliver 
these  implements  of  your  profession  into  your  hands,  entrusting  you 
with  the  superintendence  and  direction  of  the  work,  having  full  con- 
lidence  in  your  skill  and  capacity  to  conduct  the  same. 

Anthem  by  the  Choir,  "Behold  how  Good  and  Joyful," 
after  which  the  Grand  Master  addressed  the  assemblage : 

Men  and  Brethren  here  assembled,  be  it  known  unto  you  that  we 
l)e  lawful  Masons,  true  and  faithful  to  the  laws  of  our  country, 
and  engaged  by  solemn  obligations  to  erect  magnificent  buildings  to 
l»e  serviceable  to  the  Brethren,  and  to  fear  God  the  Great  Architect 
of  the  Universe.  We  have  among  us  concealed  from  the  eyes  of  all 
men  secrets  which  cannot  be  divulged,  and  which  have  never  yet 
1  teen  found  out,  but  these  secrets  are  lawful  and  lionorable,  and  not 
re|>ugnant  to  the  laws  of  God  or  man.  They  were  intrusted  in  pea(?e 
and  honor  to  the  Freemasons  of  ancient  times,  and  having  been  faith- 
fully transmitted  to  us,  it  is  our  duty  to  convey  them  unimpaired  to 
the  latest  posterity.  Unless  our  Craft  were  good  aiul  our  calling  hon- 
orable we  should  not  have  lasted  so  many  centuries,  nor  should  we 
have  been  honored  with  the  patronage  of  so  numy  illustrious  men  in 
all  ages,  who  have  ever  shown  themselves  ready  to  promote  our  inter- 
ests and  defend  us  from  all  adversaries.  VVe  have  assemble<l  here 
to-day  in  the  presence  of  you  all  to  lay  the  foundation  stone  of  a  house 
tor  the  reception  of  tlieori)hans  of  our  Province,  which  we  pray  God 
may  prosper  to  completion,  becoming  a  place  in  every  way  adapted  for 
its  occupants  and  be  the  means  of  promoting  harmony  and  brotherly 
love  throughout  the  world  till  time  shall  be  no  more. 

The  Brethren  all  responded,  So  mote  it  be. 
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At  the  conclusion  of  the  address  Bio.  Geo.  Frye,  of 
Vancouver-Quadra  Lodge,  No.  2,  came  forward  and  address- 
ed the  M.-.W.-.  Grand  Master  : 

Oil  behalf  of  the  Masonie  Fruteniity  of  the  City  of  Victoria  it 
given  me  tntioh  pleasure  to  hand  you  this  purse  containing  the  sum  of 
two  huiHh'ed  and  fifty  dollars,  and  reciuest  that  you  will  donate  the 
siiiue  in  aiti  of  the  Protestant  Orphans'  Home. 

The  Brethren  in  keeping  with  a  time  honored  custom 
then  walked  around  the  stone,  each  placing  upon  it  his  con- 
tribution, which  added  to  the  above  donation  made  a  total 
sum  of  $372.40  contributed  bv  the  Brethren. 

An  oration  was  then  delivered  by  the  Hon.  W.  J.  Mac- 
donald,  Senator,  after  which  the  choir  rendered  the  Hymn 
No.  41,  "All  people,  Sic" 

Prayer  was  offered  by  the  Rev.  Bishop  Cridge,  R.  E.  C. 

Benediction  was  then  pronounced  by  the  V.".  W.*.  Bro. 
Rev.  R.  H.  Smith,  Grand  Chaplain. 

The  Grand  Marshal  tlien  reformed  the  procession  and 
returned  by  the  same  route  to  the  Masonic  Temple,  Douglas 
street.  After  a  brief  address  by  the  M.-.W. *.  Grand  Master 
to  the  Brethren,  expressing  his  personal  thanks  for  their 
large  attendance,  he  proceeded  to  close  the  M.'.  W.-.  Grand 
Lodge  in  ample  form. 

And  it  was  closed  accordingly.

1.30  o'clock,  the  hour  to  which  the  Grand  Lodge  was 
called  off,  having  arrived,  labor  was  resumed  at  the  sound  of 
the  gavel  in  the  East.  M.'.W.-.  Edgar  Crow  Baker,  Grand 
Master,  presiding.

GRAND  master's  ADDRESS : 

The  M.-.W.*.  Grand  Master,  Edgar  Crow  Baker,  theu 
delivered  his  Annual  Address,  which  is  as  follows : 

R.-.\V.-.,  V.-.W.  .,  AXD  W.-.  BRETi'lEN: 

Again  we  are  permitted  by  tlie  all-wise,  and  ever  merciful  Graml 
Architect  of  the  Universe  to  carry  out  the  (\>nHtitution,  and  resolve 
of  last  session,  l)y  assembling  togetlier  at  this  thirteenth  session  of  our 
Masonic  Parliament  for  the  purpose  of  interchanging  our  views  and 
opinions  in  relation  to  our  much  cherished  institution,  for  the  adop- 
tion of  such  measures  an  may  be  best  calculated  to  promote  its  welfare 
and  usefulness,  to  counsel  "with"  one  another  and  legislate  "upon" 
such  matters  as  may  be  rightly  and  properly  brought  before  us,  and 
generally  to  arive  at  such  conclusions  and  enact  such  laws  as  will,  in 
our  honest  conviction,  tend  to  strengthen  the  ties  i)etween  us  and 
preserve  that  love  and  harmony  which  we  all  profess  so  much  to  ad- 
mire. We  should,  therefore,  my  Brethren,  earnestly  endeavor  ti> 
keej)  and  preserve  in  all  our  delil>erations  that  unity  of  feeling  and 
seiithnent  which  should  ever  characterize  our  intercourse  a,s  true 
Masons;  and  with  equal  vigilance  should  we  strive  to  maintain  a 
close  api)roximation  of  that  "  Peace  and  Harmony  "  which  prevailt^d 
amongst  the  workmen  at  the  building  of  the  first  Temple,  which  was 
planned  by  our  ancient  Masters,  constructed  by  them  under  tlie 
guidance  of  the  Great  Architect,  and  brought  to  a  glorious  completion 
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in  a  little  more  than  seven  years  ;  we  are  taught  also  in  the  IJook  ol 
Holy  Writ  and  in  one  of  tlie  sections  of  our  Lectures  tliat  every  j)iec«' 
of  timlier  and  every  block  of  niarbU'  were  nicely  prepared  and  fitted 
to  tlieir  resjjectlve  places,  so  tliat  during  tiie  whole  period  of  construc- 
tion "no  sound  of  axe,  hanuner,  or  otiier  metallic  tool  was  iieard," 
tind  \vhen  the  work  was  fiuislied  Mount  Morlaii  shone  witli  the  glory 
of  that  Temple,  and  was  crowned  witli  a  beautiful  Masonic  symbol  of 
"Union  and  Friendsliip." 

Now,  IJretliren,  what  I  am  endeavoring  to  lead  up  to,  (though 
it  may  be  in  a  round-about  way),  is  simply  this,  that  if  some  ]S4,()(K> 
persons  of  whom  114,(K)0  were  Masons  (banded  together  similar  to  our- 
selves) could  perform  in  seven  years  so  much  so  skillfully  and  so  sil- 
ently to  the  glory  of  the  Ruler  of  the  Universe,  surely  there  is  some- 
thing left  for  our  little  band  of  800  to  do  !  'Tis  true  that  for  so  few 
who  are  regularly  enrolled  under  our  banners,  much  has  been  accom- 
plished. At  almost  every  place  where  our  Lodges  are  held  (with  one 
exception  only)  the  buildings  l)elong  to  the  members  of  the  fraternity 
and  all  are  neatly  and  ajjpropriately  furniahed  and  the  Lodges  them- 
selves flnancially  in  a  healthy  condition.  Jiut  what  I  am  more  par- 
ticularly anxious  to  refer  to  is  the  jiersonnel,  and  not  the  material. 
Are  we  in  short  a  progressive  or  a  retrograde  body  ?  Are  we  using 
every  effort,  individually  and  collectively  as  Masons,  to  ai)proximate 
to  and  imitate  that  peace  and  harmony  which  prevailed  and  was 
practisetl  by  the  Masons  in  those  early  days?  Do  we  as  occasions 
utter  and  opportunities  present  themselves,  with  the  material  flowing 
in  from  the  old  country,  as  also  the  unafflliated  and  demitted  brethren 
within  our  Jurisdiction,  take  any  pains  to  secure  the  one  or  win  back 
1<)  our  fold  the  other?  Do  we  suftlcieutly  regard  and  esteem  those 
who  come  amongst  us  in  the  sense  that  Masons  should  gre»<^  and 
receive  one  another,  by  nicely  preparing  every  piece  of  "tiriil)er" 
(chipsof  the  old  hearts  of  oak  which  made  England  what  she  is  to-day) 
however  rude  and  crude  it  may  be?  or  ecjually  well  j)repare  the 
"  blocks  of  marble",  which  are  after  all  the  same  material  with  educa- 
tional advantages?  Do  we,  I  say,  make  use  of  sutHclent  energy  and 
devote  the  necessary  time  to  enquire  who  have  conxe  among  us,  and 
arrange  so  that  l)()th  "rough  and  perfect  ashlars"  may  be  fitted  into 
their  respective  places  in  our  Lodge-rooms,  so  that  the  one  may  bene- 
fit i)y  the  presence  of  the  other,  and  both  be  a  source  of  strength  to  us? 
ever  remembering  that  "union  is  strength  and  knowledge  is  power." 
Then  again  do  we  use  the  axe,  hanuner,  and  other  nietallic  tools  in  a 
judicious  manner,  and  wirhfuf  nnhe,  1.  e.  without  mentioning  on  the 
outside  what  is  done  within?  Are  we  not  on  the  contrary  too  prone 
to  use  the  axe  and  lop  a  member  from  the  tree  of  our  Lodge  for  non- 
payment of  dues  ?    Is  not  the  hmnmfr  of  authority  occasionally  used  to 
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siliMiw  Honif  brotlitM'  who  may  l>t'  aetiii;?  from  zeal  Init  possibly  hu-k- 
iiiK  (liscrotion,  which  (liM^uHtH  or  (llHhoartt'iH  hhn,  and  hu  vohiiitarlly 
withch'awH  from  uh?  Are  thorc  not  alno  other  metallic  tools  used  in 
anything  l)ut  a  handsome  and  generous  spirit,  and  which  it  would  Ite 
idle  to  mention?  Ivastly,  are  we  not  too  flippant  with  our  tongues, 
and  Imtli  say  and  do  things  diametrically  opposite  to  our  professions 
as  Masons  concerning  even  the  brethren  of  our  own  Lodge?  and  is  it 
then  to  be  wondered  at  If  the  outside  world  fail  to  appreciate  us,  "x  n 
ii'^iln,  as  Masons,  when  we  ourselves  too  fre((uently  forget  that  our 
motto  is  ^^  Auiii  Vide  T'lce'V^  and  consecjuently  our  work,  imperfect  in 
any  case,  cannot  be  expected  to  shine  with  the  glory  of  the  temple  on 
Mount  Moriah,  or  l)e  crowned  with  any  l)eautlful  Masonic  symbol. 

In  considering  tlie  foregoing  interrogatories  W(>  must  be  honest 
and  true  to  ourselves  and  to  the  Craft  generally;  and,  though  F  say  it 
with  reluctance,  we  can  hardly  answer  these  desiderata  in  the  atflr- 
inative — for  though  it  Is  the  source  of  nuich  pride  and  pleasure  to  us 
to  know  that  our  beneficent  Institution  Is  distinguished  for  its  pros- 
perity in  almost  every  portion  of  tlje  civilized  world,  we  do  not  find 
in  our  fair  Province  any  very  marked  step  of  the  "onward  march"  of 
our  l)eloved  Order.  It  is,  however,  a  matter  for  congratulation  tliat 
we  hold  our  own  numerically,  and  that  tlie  sul)lime  principles  and 
doctrines  inculcated  are  productive  of  the  happiest  results  on  the 
moral  and  intellectual  condition  of  the  Oaft  wherever  dispersed 
through  this  section  of  the  Dominion,  wherein  and  wherever  the 
"mystic  lights"  shining  on  all  nations  still  illumine  our  path  and  en- 
al)le  us  to  dispense  our  rites  and  benefits  to  all  who  (being  worthy  and 
well  (jualified)  are  desirous  of  receiving  them  In  the  peaceful  oljserv- 
ance  of  our  ancient  customs. 

Now,  Brethren,  in  tliis  delightful  country  of  ours — a  province 
amply  enriclied  l)y  nature,  possessing  an  endless  variety  of  resources, 
and  a  climate  unsurpassed — are  we  making  the  most  of  our  geogra- 
phical position  and  the  steadily  increasing  influx  of  a  cosmopolitan 
population  to  increase  the  acknowledged  superiority  of  our  ancient 
Order  by  adding  to  its  strength?  In  a  country  like  this  tlie  Order 
sliould  be  as  highly  appreciated  as  in  the  United  States  of  America, 
where  we  find  year  after  year  by  their  reports  that  Masonry  Is  decid- 
edly progressive  ;  that  the  voice  of  prejudice  is  hushed  into  silence, 
the  spirit  of  i^arty  has  ceased  its  ravings,  and  the  strong  arm  of  legis- 
lative tyranny  is  no  longer  raised  to  arrest  the  progress  of  our  good 
works.  Are  not  these  assurances  ecpially  applicable  to  us,  and  shoulfl 
they  not  serve  as  an  incentive  to  us  to  be  actuated  by  the  noblest  im- 
pulses and  awaken  us  to  new  convic^tionsof  Masonic  duty  and  obliga- 
tion— to  spur  us  on  to  substantial  work,  so  that  our  dormant  energies 
may  lie  aroused  to  vigorous  action  and  a  keen  spirit  for  more  enlight- 
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ened  empiiry  regarding  the  Craft?  Many  nol)le  workmen  have  been 
led,  are  still  being  and  doubtless  in  the  future  will  be.  led  by  th«' 
(ireater  Light,  eager  to  comprehend  the  jn'ofound  mysteries  of  the 
Order  and  explore  the  regions  of  moral  philosophy  and  vel'gious  truth. 
The  sun  of  Divine  lievelalion  casts  its  hnniuous  rays  over  our  dark 
iiiHl  «legrade(l  natuieand  the  great  truths  of  the  Jiook  of  Holy  Writ 
seem  to  l)rood  over  the  restless  waters  like  some  smiling  angel  wUli 
the  light  of  heaven  U])on  her  brow.  lict  us  therefore,  my  Hrethren, 
follow  the  example  of  those  who  are  great  an«l  good  In  the  land,  an<l 
see  if  we  cannot  during  the  ensuing  year  rekindle  the  .smouldering 
end»ers  and  fan  them  Into  a  blaze  of  ^fa-Honic  light.  Ho  far,  to  my 
mind  at  least,  Masonry  in  our  own  jurisdiction  has  not  assumed  the 
elevated  position  and  healthful  prouunence  of  which  we  are  capable 
of  raising  it  to  and  which  it  is  uncpiestionably  entitled  to  claim  from 
us  all.  With  a  few  exceptions  (very  few  I  trust  if  any)  I  am  assured 
that  tho.se  who  have  been  united  to  us  during  the  past  year,  are  men 
of  moral  and  Intellectual  truth  and  worth — the  unworthy  should 
never  be  i)ernutted  to  enter  our  temi)le  or  profane  its  alt. irs.  This 
prohibition  is  entirely  in  the  hands  of  each  and  every  (me  cf  us,  if  we 
will  only  be  true  to  ourselves  and  conserve  the  truest  interests  of  our 
Order  by  nudting  personal  considerations  subservient  to  Masonic  prin- 
eil)le.  W^e  should  carefully  scrutinize  the  character  of  every  candi- 
date for  tli  •  mysteries  ;  the  strictest  examination  should  be  made  into 
t  he  history  of  his  life  and  comluct  by  mend)ers  of  the  Order,  who  are 
not  only  persons  thoroughly  disinterested  in  the  individual  but  are 
themselves  known  among  the  Brethren  to  be  men  of  integrity  and 
whose  lives  will  stand  fair  criticism — for  no  one  should  ever  pass  the 
porch  of  our  mystic  editice,  or  enter  the  middle  chamber,  until  he  has 
lieen  duly  and  truly  prepared,  1.  e.  if  we  are  true  to  theCraft  by  intro- 
ducing only  desirable  nuiterial  and  keeping  our  doors  open  to  the 
good  and  true  only.  Then,  again,  an  i^ntered  Apprentice  should  not 
be  passed  to  the  more  honorable  degree  of  a  Fellow  (.'raft,  nor  the  lat- 
ter raised  to  the  sublime  degree  of  a  Master  Mason  until  his  nund  is 
fully  invested  with  the  prijiciples  of  the  degree  preceding  each  and  he 
himself  impressed  with  the  lectures  in  each.  If  the  first  and  second 
steps  have  been  cautiously  and  considerately  taken,  we  may  reasonably 
expect  that  he  may  rlj.',utfully  be  conducted  into  the  "holy  of  holies," 
Ite  allowed  the  high  privilege  of  walking  in  that  "solemn  retreat," 
have  his  soul  tilled  with  many  of  the  "loftiest  impulses"  of  our  Order, 
and  never  be  ashamed  of  his  profession  as  a  "Master  of  the  Mystic 
Art,"  resting  fully  assured  that  "if  he  never  disgraces  that  badge  it 
will  never  disgrace  him." 

I  am  mucli  afraid,  Brethren,   not  only  in  this  Province  but 
throughout  the  world  generally,  there  are  too  many  Lodges  unmind- 
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fill  of  their  duties  in  yielding  to  the  solicitations  of  candidates  to  be 
passed  and  raised.  Just  a  little  retlection  will  teach  us  that  no  one 
should  be  pennitted  to  take  the  seco'id  dej^ree  until  he  be  thoroughly 
grounded  in  the  first,  and  in  no  case  other  than  one  of  great  emerg- 
ency should  the  third  be  conferred  until  the  candidate  has  manifested 
suitable  protudency  in  the  principles  of  the  previously  mentioned 
degrees. 

We  do  know  of  a  period  in  the  history  of  our  Order  when  the  con- 
ference of  the  third  degree  was  regarded  as  a  mark  of  the  highest 
honor,  an<l  when  none  but  men  of  moral  and  intellectual  worth  could 
enter  on  the  Master's  carpet.  The  Entered  Apprentice  represents 
one  who  has  commenced  a  great  moral  undertaking  and  must  neces- 
sarily call  into  re(]uisition  his  best  energies  to  reach  that  enunence, 
which  few  of  the  Craft  have  attained.  It  reciuires  no  very  great  lal)or 
to  obtain  all  the  degrees  of  Ancient  Masonry,  to  possess  a  fair  know- 
ledge of  its  ritual,  and  become  familiar  with  its  forms  and  ceremonies; 
but  it  is  a  stupendous  Mork  to  learn  and  understand  thoroughly,  or 
even  sui)erticially  for  our  i)urposes,  the  deep  anu  profound  mysteries 
of  our  Institution.  Everyone  nuist  be  his  own  architect  and  the 
builder  of  his  own  house  ;  the  great  designs  are  laid  out  on  the  Maso- 
nic tracing-board,  and  he  must  pursue  them  strictly  if  he  would  pre- 
sent a  suitable  specimen  of  moral  work  with  his  mark  upon  it.  There 
is  being  erected  upon  the  summit  of  the  Celestial  Moriah  a  temple 
whose  foundations  are  eternal — its  corner-stone  was  laid  by  the  Grand 
jVfaster  of  the  Universe  at  the  fall  of  man  ;  it  has  been  in  progress  for 
ages  and  is  yet  unfinished  ;  some  of  its  beautiful  materials  may  be 
furnished  from  this  far-ofi"  country ;  many  immortal  ashlars  have 
been  taken  thither  and  placed  in  the  massive  structui'e,  but  many 
more  must  be  prepared,  marked,  numbered  and  ajjproved  ere  that 
temple  can  be  finished  and  its  cope-stone  brought  forth  with  songs  of 
triumph.  Let  our  great  aim.  Brethren,  be  to  form  some  portion  of  that 
material,  that  we  may  be  privileged  to  join,  when  we  are  summon- 
ed, in  bringing  forth  that  cope-stone,  which  is  the  "to{)most  stone" 
in  that  Imilding  "not  made  with  hands,  eternal  in  the  heavens." 

FRATERNAL   JJEAl). 

It  is  an  old  adage  that  "it  is  dangerous  to  leave  the  beaten  track," 
and  therefore  I  will  pay  all  deference  to  those  eminent  broiucr  ■.  who 
have  preceded  me  in  this  high  otfice  by  not  departing  from  the  usual 
custom  in  dealing  with  this  ever  recurring  and  yet  dutiful  task  before 
proceeding  to  other  matters  of  interest  to  the  Craft.  Since  our  last 
Grand  Amiual  Communication  at  New  Westminster  we  have  had 
abundant  matter  both  of  congratulation  and  regret — for  congratula- 
tion in  the  sure  and  steadily  increasing  prosperity  of  the  land  of  our 
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adoption,  and  the  still  brighter  outlook  for  the  near  future  ;  and  for 
regret  in  the  severe  loss  which  this  Grand  Lodge  has  sustained  in  the 
death  of  one  of  its  most  valued,  eflicient,  and  respected  officers,  our 
V.-.W.-.  Bro.  Rev.  Rol-rt  Hall  Hmitii,  Grand  Chaplain  of  our  Order, 
who  at  «.4r)a.  m.  on  Thrrsday,  the  loth  November  last,  was  called  from 
his  labor  of  love  an.iongst  us  to  that  refreshment  prepared  for  him  in 
the  Grand  T-odgo  of  the  Universe,  where  our  Supreme  Architect  and 
Master  forever  presides.  Our  dei)arted  brother  was  born  at  Barrie,  in 
the  Province  of  Ontario,  and  had  only  reached  his  45th  year.  He 
came  to  us  in  connection  with  the  Methodist  Church,  and  was  their 
pastor  for  several  years ;  but  holding  views  upon  certain  religious 
points  not  altogether  in  harmony  with  those  held  by  a  number  of  the 
members  of  his  congregation,  more  particidarly  upon  the  subject  of 
"everlasting  punishment."  he  resigned  his  pulpit  in  preference  to 
preaching  a  doctrine  in  which  he  per  lally  did  not  believe,  as  also 
having  in  some  essentials  to  refrain  from  giving  utterance  to  some 
views  which  at  present  may  be  regarded  as  "somewhat  in  advance  of 
the  period";  he  preferred  rather  to  surrender  hia  b rend  than  his  c""- 
M-Hiire.  As  many  of  you  may  remend)er,  he  was  "one  map  among 
many  '  who  rather  than  earn  an  easy  livelihood  under  a  hypocritical 
garb  gave  up  his  little  all  to  be  true.  He  got  together  a  small  congre- 
gation of  j)ers()ns  to  whom  his  views  and  principles  were  palatable, 
and  with  a  little  additional  revemie  earned  by  theological  lectures 
he  managed  to  eke  out  an  existence — for  it  could  hardly  be  called  a 
living— until  a  ccnnbination  of  unhappy  incidents  brought  him  to  an 
early  grave,  at  a  time  when  he  could  ill  be  spared.  I  may  mention, 
for  fear  of  being  misunderstood,  that  the  two  principal  reasons  or 
causes  of  death  may  be  attributed  to  the  death  of  his  wife,  only  ten 
days  previously,  and  disapi)ointment  at  not  being  in  a  position  to 
straighten  up  his  tintiuces  owing  to  the  <  ardiuess  of  the  Dominion  Gov- 
ernment in  not  forwarditighisconniiission  as  Dominion  Immigration 
Agent,  for  which  position  he  ha<l  been  nominated.  These  two  cir- 
cumstances cond)ined  with  a  very  heavy  cold  which  settled  on  his 
lungs,  caught  while  tilling  a  small  piece  of  land  for  the  inirpose  of 
more  certain  bread  and  butter,  caused  his  death.  His  loss  to  us  would 
liave  been  irrejiarable  had  he  not  beciueathed  an  invaluable  legacy  in 
the  example  of  virtue  aiul  i)iety  which  his  life  so  eminently  exhibited. 
I  may  say  with  all  truth  that  his  knowledge  of  Masom-y  was  such  as 
to  ma've  him  one  of  the  brightest  ornaments  of  the  Order,  while  his 
devoted  attachment  to  its  tenets  and  his  daily  practice  of  its  precepts 
had  rendered  him  one  of  its  most  exemplary  members.  As  a  man 
and  as  a  Mason  he  ever  sijuared  his  actions  by  the  teachings  of  Divine 
Revelatlor  nnd  ever  consulted  the  great  Masonic  Trestlel>oard  in  all 
his  relations  with  his  fellow  man.     I  deemed  it  to  be  only  my  duty  to

instruct  the  Grand  Secretary  to  give  official  notice  of  this  severe  loss 
to  our  Subordinate  Lodges,  and  to  drape  them  in  mourning  for  the 
sjjace  of  thirty  days.  A  couniiittee  from  the  Board  of  General  Pur- 
•  loses  Avas  ajjpointed  to  draft  a  suitable  letter  of  condolence  to  his  three 
daughters  in  this  their  double  bereavement,  and  which  I  trust  will 
be  embodied  in  these  Proceedings.  Lastly,  I  caused  an  Emergency 
meeting  of  Grand  Lodge  Officers  to  be  convened  on  the  18th  of  Novem- 
ber, 1883,  at  1  o'clock,  p.  m.,  for  the  jiurpose  of  attep^'ivj^  the  funeral 
of  our  late  brother  under  the  aus])ices  of  Vancouver-Quadra  Lodge, 
No,  2,  of  which  Lodge  deceased  was  a  member.  The  following  G.-. 
L.'.  Officers  attended  me  on  this  occasion  :  Bros.  Thomas  Trounce, 
D.-.G.-.M.-.,  Robert  Beaven,  J.-.G.'.W.-.,  Corn.  Thorno,  P.-.S.-.G.-. 
W.-.,  Henry  Brown,  P.-.G.-.M.-.,  M.  W.  Waitt,  Grand  Treasurer,  A. 
R.  Milne,  Grand  Secretary,  John  Teague,  Robert  Elder,  and  H. 
L.  Jones ;  also  Bros.  D.  H.  Ross,  Jas.  Millar,  and  E.  C.  Neufelder 
were  jiresent  on  the  occasion,  but  attending  respectively  as  Master  of 
Lodge  No.  2,  1st  Principal  of  the  R.  A.  Chapter,  and  Junior  Warden 
of  Lodge  No.  2.  The  two  Lodges  of  A.  O.  U.  W.  led  the  procession  ; 
four  members  of  Vancouver-Quadra  Lodge  and  four  from  R.  A.  Chap- 
ter acted  as  jjall-bearers  ;  the  Rev.  Coverdale  Watson  performed  the 
funeral  service  in  a  most  touching  and  impressive  manner  in  the 
Metliodist  Church,  and  the  Masonic  burial  service  at  the  grave  by 
Bro.  D.  H.  Ross,  W.'.M.*.  of  Vancouver-Quadra  Lodge,  No.  2,  assisted 
by  myself  at  his  request.  Our  departed  brother  has  left  us  not  only  the 
rich  legacy  of  an  exemplary  life,  but  also  tl'  se  upon  whom  (three 
daughters)  his  tenderest  aft'ection  as  a  father  was  lavished,  and  lias 
asked  for  them  at  our  hands  a  Mason's  care  and  a  Mason's  charity  ; 
let  us  remember  this  sacred  trust  and  act  towards  then)  as  none  but 
Masons  can  act,  with  a  liberality  which  knows  no  bounds  and  a  kind- 
ness whidi  fetters  itself  with  no  restraints.  The  mournful  yet  duti- 
ful task  of  chronicling  the  demise  of  eminent  brethren  in  different 
parts  of  the  world  1  leave  to  the  Connnittee  on  Foreign  Correspond- 
ence, and  that  of  other  brethren  of  this  jurisdiction  I  can  safely  place 
in  the  hands  of  the  Grand  Secretary,  so  that  niatter  of  that  nature 
may  aj)])ear  where  it  rightfully  belongs,  vi/.,  iii  the  respective  reports 
of  those  Brethren. 

REVISION  OF  CONSTITUTIOX. 

Tiie  lalior  of  revision  of  our  Constitution  in  keeping  witii  resolu- 
tion of  last  Session  has  been  and  still  is  engaging  the  unremitting 
care  and  attention  of  the  Board  of  General  Purposes,  though  much  as 
I  should  desire  it,  I  am  reluctantly  compelled  to  bring  myself  to  the 
c<»nclusion  that  it  will  not  be  ready  in  such  shape  as  one  and  all  could 
wish  for  intelligent  legislation  this  session.     It  must  be  remembered, 
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Brethren,  that  the  Constitutions  of  Freemasomy  have  charged  us  to 
preserve  inviolably  the  ancient  landmarks  ;  but  how  can  we  obey  this 
injunction  if  we  know  not  the  boundaries  of  our  moral  domain  ?  Our 
territories  seem  to  b*  built  up  without  limit,  and  bordering  on  the 
limit  of  the  skies — its  metes  and  bounds  can  only  be  discerned  by  the 
ripiritual  eye — but  there  are  peculiar  marks  of  distinction  by  which 
we  may  be  set  apart  from  the  world  ;  there  is  a  dear  title  to  the  region 
of  light,  which  has  been  handed  down  from  generation  to  generation 
an  unwritten  deed,  which  contains  words  of  perpetuity,  and  which 
embraces  all  the  stores  of  knowledge ;  we  have  certain  universal  laws 
which  are  regarded  as  landmarks  ;  our  language  and  laws,  our  cere- 
monies and  usages,  must  be  preserved.  Ignorance  or  the  spirit  of  in- 
novation might  mar  the  beauty  and  symmetry  of  our  institution, 
whose  foundation  covers  the  grave  of  original  innocence  and  whose 
structure  rises  sublimely  above  the  ruins  of  death.  We  have  in  c(^n- 
se(iuence  to  be  very  careful  that  in  making  laws  which  may  appear  to 
tit  in,  so  to  speak,  or  meet  what  may  appear  to  us  to  be  necessary  for 
the  Craft  in  this  jurisdiction,  we  do  not  tread  too  closely  upon  an  in- 
fringement of  the  ancient  landmarks,  and  thus  allow  our  zeal  to  over- 
ride our  discretion.  I  think,  therefore,  you  will  agree  with  me  that 
nnich  as  we  re(iuire  a  good  workable  Constitution,  a  set  of  laws  freed 
from  and)iguity  and  misconception,  it  is  ecpially  desirable  that  we  go 
cautiously  to  work  lest  we  "act  in  haste  and  repent  at  leisure." 

VISITATIONS. 

Offlcial  visits  to  Subordinate  Lodges  in  a  large  and  sjiarsely  set- 
fled  i»rovince  like  ours  nuist  necessarily  be  few  and  far  between.  These 
even,  again,  have  to  be  somewhat  lessened  by  tiie  peculiar  and  varied 
occupation  of  the  jierson  holding  the  position  of  Grand  Master  from 
time  to  time.  In  niy  own  particular  case  I  would  humbly  crave  the 
indulgence  and  charitable  forbearance  of  my  lirethren  belonging  to 
the  Mainland  Lodges,  and  plead  that  anabsenceof  some  four  months 
in  each  year  attending  to  my  Parliamentary  duties  at  Ottawa,  added 
to  which  is  about  a  month  buisly  engaged  in  "  pre})aring  to  k-ave," 
and  another  month  or  so  after  my  return  ''settling  down  "  and  giv- 
ing an  account  of  my  stewardship,  i)recludes  the  possibility  of  my 
doing  in /(«// the  year  the  same  amount  of  that  most  pleasant  and 
plcasureable  duty  for  which  n>y  i)redecessors  in  ottlce  have  had  the 
advantage  and  freedom  of  the  enlire  year  ;  previous  to  leaving  for  the 
I'^ast,  however,  I  ascertained  by  letter  that  it  would  be  more  conven- 
ient and  advantageous  to  "  Mount  Hermon  "  and  "  Union"  Lodges 
to  defer  my  visit  until  the  sununcr  months,  and  now  I  tind  it  impos- 
sible, injustice  to  self  aiul  comiections,  to  perform  this  duty,  in  ])er- 
son,  previous  to  the  Aiumal  (Session  of  Grand  Lodge,  consequently  1 
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have  authorized  certain  Brethren  of  high  rank  in  the  Craft  to  act  as 
uiy  De])iities,  and  whose  reports  I  trust  will  l)e  forthcoming  and  sat- 
isfactory (vide  "  Coniniissions  issued"  and  "Reports  to  Grand 
Lodge'"'). 

<  n  the  13th  July,  1883,  I  visited  Victoria-Columbia  Lodge,  No.  1, 
accompanied  by  Grand  Lodge  Otticcrs  (vide  Reception  to  111.  Bro. 
Albert  Pike,  33°)  and  presided  over  the  Convention  of  Masons,  in  the 
City  of  Victoria,  assembled  to  do  honor  to  the  visit  of  111.  Brother 
General  Albert  Pike  and  the  several  Brethren  of  eminence  and  ability 
who  accomjmnied  him,  on  which  occasion  that  V^enerable  Brother 
delivered  an  extemporary  and  most  instructive  lecture  on  "  '"^yni- 
bolism  "  which  lasted  some  two  hours,  after  which  the  lirethren  of 
Victoria-Columbia  and  Vancouver-Quadra  Lodges  regaled  the  assem- 
bled multitude  in  that  hospitable  manner  for  which  those  lodges  are 
deservedly  j)roverbial — all  dispersed  at  midnight  much  pleased.  Our 
V.-.W.*.  Grand  Ketn'etary  found  the  records  regularly  and  carefully 
ke])t — the  ti nances  in  a  very  healthy  conditioh,  the  arrears  of  dues 
comparatively  small,  and  the  Brethren  generally  in  a  happy  and 
contented  frame  of  mind  with  one  another. 

On  the  <Sth  Sei)tember  I  caused  notices  to  be  issued  to  G.".  L.". 
Officers  to  attend  me  on  Wednesday,  the  li)th  September,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  visiting  Vancouver  and  Quadra  Lodge,  No.  2,  but  between 
those  dates  I  was  confined  to  my  bed  by  sickness,  and  was  reluctant- 
ly compelled  to  postpone  my  visit  to  that  lodge  until  17th  October, 
when  I  was  accompanied  by  Bros.  Brown,  Trounce,  Dalby,  Beaven, 
.Smith,  Heisterman,  Milne  and  Millar.  Bros.  Ross,  Neufelder,  Har- 
ris and  Trickey  being  present  but  attending  in  their  respective  offices 
in  said  lodge  ;  Bros.  Chambers  and  Hookway  performing  good  ser- 
vice at  the  organ — the  latter  Brother  having  recently  arrived  amongst 
us  has  been  appointed  to  the  position  of  Organist  to  both  the  citv 
lodges.  On  this  occasion  Bro.  Dixi  H.  Ross  very  creditably  exempli- 
fied the  work  in  the  1st  Degree  by  initiating  Bro.  Robinson  into  our 
mysteries  and  privileges,  in  which  he  was  ably  assisted  by  tiie  Junior 
Warden  ;  my  duty  compels  me  to  state,  however,  that  the  W.'.M.  . 
had  not  that  adecjuate  "  chapter  and  verse  "  from  the  Senior  Warden 
which  he  had  a  right  to  expect  and  which  adds  so  materially  to  the 
first  impressions  of  the  novitiate  in  such  cases.  The  absence  ot 
"  Grand  Honors"  on  entry  into  this  lodge  were  more  than  com])eii- 
isated  for  by  the  hearty  good  fellowship  existing  between  the  mem- 
bers of  this  lodge  and  Grand  liodge,  and  their  kindly  courteous  at- 
tentions to  their  "  visitors  at  refreshment."  The  Grand  Secretary 
reports  the  Records  of  this  lodge  to  be  regularly  kept,  and  exception- 
ally systeiruitic — the  finances  In  a  fairly  prosperous  condition  but 
capable  of  tangil)le  addition  to  the  Treasurer's  department  if  "arrears 
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of  dues"  were  reduced.  I  may  here  state  that  I  regarded  this  occa- 
sion as  a  favorable  opportunity  for  obligating,  investing  and  insiall- 
ing  v.*. W.'.  Bro.  A.  R.  Milne  as  Grand  Secretary,  which  I  did  in 
the  presence  of  the  Brethren  of  his  lodge,  he  having  been  prevented 
from  going  with  us  to  New  Westminster  (where  he  was  elected)  on 
account  of  his  official  duties. 

On  Fi'iday,  23rd  November,  in  keeping  with  an  arrangement 
made  a  fortnight  previously,  I  proceeded  to  Nanaimo,  accompanied 
l\v  Bros.  Neufelder,  Millar,  (both  of  whom  very  nearly  missed  their 
passages  on  the  "  W.  G.  Hunt")  Milne,  Manson,  Barnett,  Oppen- 
heimer,  Haslam,  Rudlin  and  Trickey,  and  on  arrival  were  joined  by 
the  other  members  of  Grand  Lodge — Bros.  Trounce  and  Beaven  I 
regret  to  say  being  prevented  by  sickness  iVom  accompanying  us. 
Under  the  guidance  of  the  (juick  eye  and  ready  hand  of  Captain  and 
Brv).  George  Budlin  we  reached  Nanaimo  at  3.15  and  put  in  the  time 
very  pleasantly  until  8  p.  m.,  w'hen,  accompanied  by  the  Brethren 
hereinbefore  mentioned  (U  in  all)  visited  "  Ashlar  Lodge,  No.  3," 
where,  as  heretofore,  we  were  received  in  true  Masonic  style — the 
lodge  being  well  filled  by  members  and  visitors.  Amongst  the  former 
one  readily  noticed  the  well-known  faces  of  Past  Masters  Stewart,  Bate 
and  Frame,  and  among  the  latter  those  of  Brothers  Captain  Butler, 
of  "  Empire  "  and  Captain  Jordan  of  "  Belvedere".  The  books  and 
accounts  are  well  kept,  and  with  the  exception  of  the  minutes  of 
regular  meeting  of  8th  September  not  being  signed  everything  was  in 
order  and  it.s  financial  condition  fairly  prosperous.  Having  addressed 
the  Brethren  at  some  length,  Bro.  Alex.  Meyer,  one  of  the  oldest 
Masons  in  the  Province,  was  announced  and  received  with  all  honors 
as  the  Grand  Rei)resentative  of  the  State  of  Kansas  and  took  a  seat 
t)n  the  dais.  An  interchange  of  ideas  ensued  upon  several  matters  of 
interest  to  the  Craft  in  general  and  Ashlar  Lo<lge  in  particular.  A 
very  i)leasant  hour  was  spent  by  nuisical  brethren  around  the  organ 
under  the  accomplished  manipvibitlon  of  Bro.  Marcus  Wolfe,  and  a 
very  enjoyable  evening  brought  to  a  close  by  a  participation  in  the 
lavish  hospitality  of  our  Nanaimo  and  Wellington  brethren,  such  as 
is  seldom  eijualled  and  never  excelled. 

CANADIAN  AND  FOKEIGN  LODGES. 

During  my  absence  in  the  East  although  not  being  able  to  accept 
many  of  the  invitations  to  visit  in  Montreal,  Toronto,  Quebec  and 
Hamilton,  still,  however,  I  managed  to  visit  four  or  five  of  the  Lodges 
in  Ottawa,  viz.,  Doric,  .Vo.58,  on  the  Grand  Register  of  Canada;  Civil 
Service,  No.  148,  G.R.C.;  Lodge  of  Fidelity,  No.  231;  and  trust  next 
year  to  visit  Dalhousie  and  Chaudiere  Lodges  as  frequently  as  I  have 
Fidelity  and  Civil  Service,  in  both  of  which  I  received  most  hospitable 
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and  fraternal  receptions  on  each  and  every  occaHlon,  and  In  all  cases 
every  essential  of  a  Miu<onic  greeting  was  cheerfully  accorded  to  your 
Grand  Master.  In  ('ivil  Service  Lodge  particularly  I  was,  If  T  may 
use  the  term,  "more  at  home,"  from  the  fact  of  meeting  so  many 
brethren  I  had  known  in  years  gone  l)y,  and  among  them  two  old 
messmates  of  mine  in  H.  M.  Flagship  "Duncan"  some  16  years  ago, 
viz.,  Bro.  Colin  ('ampbell  and  Allan  McNeill,  who  v'ere  the  mover 
and  8e<!onder  of  the  following  resolution  of  their  Lodge,  dated  11th 
Sept.,  1883 : 

"  This  Lodge  has  received  with  nuich  satisfaction  the  pleasing 
intelligence  communicated  by  R.-.W.-.  Bro.  A.  J.  (Gamble,  of  the  ele- 
vation of  Most  Worshipful  Bro.  Edgar  Crow  Baker  to  the  high  oflrtce 
of  Grand  Master  of  Masons  of  British  Columbia. 

"M.'.W.*.  Bro.  Baker  having  paid  usseveral  visits  (belngtheonly 
one  of  our  brethren  in  the  Houses  of  Parliament  who,  during  the  last 
session,  accorded  us  that  honor)  has  evinced  the  kindest  interest  In 
our  welfare,  as  well  as  zeal  for  the  good  of  the  Ancient  Craft  in  gene- 
ral, which  we  feel  sure  will  prosper  under  his  rule  In  our  sister  Prov- 
ince, distant  yet  near  in  nationality  and  Ma«onry.  Carried  unanim- 
ously.

I  mention  the  foregoing  not  for  the  purpose  of  giving  undue  pro. 
minence  to  my  own  endeavours  In  the  cause  of  Masotn*y,  but  as  an 
act  of  simple  justice  to  our  brethren  of  that  Lod^re,  who  have  so  kind- 
ly and  warmly  shown  their  api)reclatlon  of  the  visits  of  your  repre- 
sentative in  the  person  of  myself,  and  to  elicit  your  approl>ation  of 
that  appreclHtion  by  our  Pjastern  brethren  by  some  reclj)roc.al  expres- 
sion ;  7,(KK)  miles  we  are  from  F'iiigland  and  4,000  from  Ottawa,  and 
these  pleasing  episodes  prove  how  very  small  the  world  Is  after  all, 
and  that  the  boast  of  our  lnstituti(»n  is  fully  exemplified,  viz.,  "  that 
a  Mason,  lofty  or  humble  In  position,  rich  or  poor  in  purse,  '/'  /  nn,! 
wr'hi/.  may  find  in  every  clime  a  l»r(»ther  and  in  every  land  a  home." 
In  Ottawa  there  are  seven  Lodges  l)esides  Carlton  R.  A.  Chapter.  All 
meet  at  Masonic  Hall,  Sussex  street,  so  that  In  a  city  of  2r),000  Inlmlt- 
itants  there  are  at  least  eight  asi-emblages  of  Mas;>ns  in  every  month, 
and  I  can  assure  you  that  It  is  Indeed  pleasant  t(»  be  aide  sometimes 
to  adjourn  from  the  responsibility  of  legislation,  the  din  and  turmoil 
of  political  strife,  and  the  monotony  of  sessional  labor,  to  the  more 
invigorating  refreshment  of  Masonic  intercourse.  In  conitluding  this 
pection  of  my  address  I  can  offer  only  one  excuse  for  not  visiting  our 
brethren  In  San  Francisco,  Omaha,  Ogden,  Chicago,  and  other  (pities 
In  the  United  States,  and  that  Is,  that  travelling  on  time,  as  I  always 
have  to,  r  am  never  24  hours  in  any  city,  and  conseijuently  an  oppor- 
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tunity  does  not  present  itself  of  doing  what  would  otherwise  l)e  the 
source  of  nmch  pleasure  to  me.  I  hope,  however,  that  the  day  is  not 
far  distant  when  I  may  nuike  these  journeys  more  at  leisure. 

INSTALLATIONS. 

In  this  regard  I  have  departed  somewhat  from  the  custom  of  my 
predecessors,  for  the  following  reasons :  bit.  Because  I  hold  it  to  be 
the  inherent  right  and  special  prerogative  of  a  retiring  Master  of  a 
Subordinate  Lodge  to  instal  his  successor,  and  of  the  Master  elect  to 
instal  his  officers.  This  I  know  to  be  the  practice  in  England  and  in 
Canada.  '2d.  Because  it  would  be  absf)lutely  impossible  for  a  (irand 
Master  to  instal  the  Master  and  otticers  of  all  the  Lodges,  few  as  these 
are,  and  therefore  advisable  to  avoid  invidious  distinctions  by  not 
(';)nceding  to  one  that  which  cann;)t  be  accorded  to  another.  8d.  Be- 
cause the  only  two  o(j(!asions  upon  which  I  might  have  been  called 
upon  to  officiate  came  so  (closely  together  and  at  a  time  when  I  was 
so  busily  engaged  "putting  my  house  in  order"  previous  to  leaving 
for  the  Ea«t  on  the  7tl«  of  Jamiary,  that  every  moment  was  oc<*upied 
in  duties  which  necessitated  my  constant  care  and  attention,  thus 
[)reve!iting  me  from  being  present  on  said  occasions,  viz.,  Vancouver 
and  Quadra,  No.  2,  on  the  27th  December,  1888,  by  V.-.W.-.  Bro.  A. 
11.  Milne,  the  retiring  Master,  and  Victoria-Cohunbia,  No.  1,  on  the  3d 
.lanuary,  1884,  by  Bro.  Jas.  Millar,  the  retiring  Master,  assisted 
l)y  R. •.  W.".  Bro.  Henry  Brown,  Past  Orand  Master.  The  only 
occasion,  therefore,  on  which  su<^h  pleasurable  ceremony  was  per- 
formed by  myself  was  that  of  inducting  V^.-.W.-.  Bro.  Alex.  R.  Milne 
into  the  most  responsible  ottice  of  Grand  Secretary  on  the  17th  Octo- 
l)er,  1883,  and  already  referred  to  under  "V^isitations." 

ORANl)    RKPRKSKNTATIVKS. 

I  have  caused  the  following  commissions  to  be  issued,  viz.  :  To 
H.-.VV.-.  Bro.  John  Creasor,  of  Owen  Sound,  as  the  Grand  Represen- 
tative of  tills  G..L  near  that  of  the  M. -.W.'.CTr.  L.-.  of  Canada,  in 
the  vacancy  caused  by  the  resignation  of  R..VV.-.Bro.  F.  R.  Despard, 
he  having  lemoved  to  Cape  Colony,  and  where  I  wish  him  every 
success  in  his  new  field  of  labor.  Also  to  R.'.W.".  Bro.  Win.  George 
Scott,  of  the  City  of  Winnipeg,  as  our  representative  near  theM.-. 
W.'.G.'.L.*.  of  Manitoba,  in  the  place  of  Bro.  Herbert  Du  Pre  Le 
('appellain,  the  former  Grand  Secretary  of  that  jurisdiction,  who  was 
suspended  by  edict  of  the  (irand  Master,  5th  November,  1883,  for  un- 
nias;^ni(^  conduct  (as  descril)ed  at  page  17  of  the  9th  Report  of  said 
Grand  Lodge),  and  expelled  by  G.-.L.-.  on  14th  February,  1884.  Were 
it  not  for  the  necessitous  circumstances  in  which  he  has  left  his  wife 
and  children,   we  might  have  said  "to  err  is  human  but  to  forgive 
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divine."  It  may  be  interesting  to  our  bretliren  in  that  Jurisdiction  to 
Itnow  tiiat  tlieir  representative  (R.-.W.-.  Bro.  Eli  Harrison,  Jr.,)  near 
us  iias  been  promoted  to  a  County  Court  Judgeship  at  Barlcerville, 
Cariboo,  B.  C.  I  liave  also  recommended  that  R.'.W.'.  Bro.  W.  R. 
Clarke  be  re-ai)pointed  grand  representative  of  the  State  of  Iowa  near 
this  Grand  Lodge,  in  the  hope  that  he  will  be  thus  induced  to  give  us 
more  tangible  and  visible  proofs  of  his  zeal  for  Masonry  by  his  "beam- 
ing" presence  amongst  us.  This  became  necessary  on  the  three  years' 
appointment  system  prevalent  in  some  States,  and  which  I  think  is 
a  step  in  the  right  direction,  as  frequently  it  is  ascertained  that  the 
apparent  zeal  of  a  brother  at  any  particular  time  is  not  substantiated 
by  practical  results,  as  time  alone  can  reveal,  and  thus  an  opportunity 
is  given  to  replace  "defective  material".  Commissions  have  been  re- 
ceived as  follows  :  9th  July,  1883.  for  Bro.  E.  C.  Neufelder,  and  Jan- 
uary 18th,  1884,  for  Bro.  J.  C.  Hughes,  as  grand  representatives 
respectively  of  the  Grand  Lodges  of  Illinois  and  Vermont. 

DISPENSATIONS 

Have  been  granted  as  follow  :  18th  Nov.,  1883,  to  Vancouver-Quadra 
Lodge,  No.  2,  to  bury  with  masonic  honors  our  V.-.W.*.  Bro.  Rol)ert 
Hall  Smith,  Grand  Chaplain,  and  a  memiier  of  said  lodge ;  18th  Nov., 

1883,  to  same  lodge  to  confer  degrees  on  Robert  Williams,  master 
mariner,  in  shorter  time  in  point  of  residence,  than  allowed  by  Con- 
stitution ;  17th  Jan.,  1884,  to  Victoria-Columbia  Lodge,  No.  1,  for 
same  purpose  and  under  same  circumstances,  re  William  Neill  Shaw, 
master  mariner,  for  both  of  which  I  solicit  your  endorsation  ;  27th 
Dec,  1883,  to  both  Lodges  in  the  city  of  Victoria  to  wear  masonic 
regalia  on  the  occasion  of  their  Re-union  in  celebration  of  St.  John 
the  Evangelist's  day  ;  19th  Dec,  1883,  to  Ashlar  Lodge,  No.  3,  in  the 
city  of  Nanaimo,  to  wear  masonic  regalia  at  a  ball  nnd  re-union  on 
the  evening  of  St.  John's  day,  after  installation  of  officers  ;  18th  Jan., 

1884,  to  Union  Lodge,  No.  9,  in  the  city  of  New  Westminster,  by  tel- 
egram, to  bury  Bro.  Frickleton,  a  member  of  an  Eastern  Lodge,  and 
at  time  of  death  in  good  standing  ;  2d  May,  1884,  to  Ashlar  Lodge, 
No.  3,  in  the  city  of  Nanaimo,  to  bury  with  masonic  honors  Bro.  Neil 
McLean,  a  Master  Mason  of  said  Lodge,  in  good  standing  ;  13th  July, 
1883,  to  both  Lodges  in  the  city  of  Victoria  to  appear  in  regalia  to  wel- 
come Bro.  All)ert  Pike;  28th  July,  1883,  to  both  Lodges  in  the  city  ot 
Victoria,  upon  the  occasion  of  Grand  Lodge  laying  the  foundation 
stone  of  the  Protestant  Orphans'  Home  in  said  city,  and  by  request  of 
the  Trustees  of  that  institution. 

DEPUTIES  APPOINTED. 

During  my  absence  from  the  Province  (7th  Jan'y  to  Ist  May)  the 
(  largeof  the  jurisdistion  by  Constitution  devolved  upon  R.'.W.".  Br(». 
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Thomas  Trounce,  Deputy  Grand  Master,  and  to  whom  I  sent  notice 
of  my  intended  absence.  I  have  appointed  R.-.W.*.  Bro.  Jonathan 
Nuttand  W.-.  Bro.  H.  McDermott  to  visit  on  my  behalf  Cariboo 
Lodge,  No.  4,  in  the  town  of  Barkerville  ;  also  R.*.W.-.  Bros.  Robert 
B.  Kelly  and  J.  C.  Hughes  to  visit  Union  Lodge,  No.  9,  in  the  city  of 
New  Westminster;  and  W.*.  Bro.  William  Howpy  to  visit  Mount 
Hermon  Lodge,  No.  7,  in  the  town  of  Moodyville,  Burrard  Inlet. 
The  former  of  these  three  lodges  is  beyond  all  question  unreasonable 
to  expect  a  Grand  Master  to  visit  until  such  time  as  railway  and 
steamboat  facilities  expedite  the  movements  of  the  individual ;  the 
two  latter  might  and  would  have  been  visit<?d  but  for  the  reasons  pre- 
viously given.  However,  I  have  reasonable  hope  of  good  reports  from 
Deputies. 

MASONIC  CHARITIES. 

I  believe  there  have  been  only  two  calls  made  upon  the  Fund  of 
Benevolence,  both  from  Vancouver-Quadra  Lodge.  These  have  been 
cheerfully  and  readily  met,  and  in  keeping  with  resolution  of  Grand 
Lodge  the  names  of  the  recipients  are  not  disclosed,  but  the  applica- 
tions are  (iuly  numl>ered  and  filed.  But  th^  dispensations  of  the 
Fund  of  Benevolence  do  not  embrace  all  the  financial  charities  dis- 
pensed by  the  brethren  of  this  jurisdiction  during  the  past  twelve 
months.  There  are  a  "silent  few"  who  have  ever  been  and  still  are 
and  ever  will  be  ready  to  dip  low  into  their  own  excheijuer  to  relieve 
the  pressing  emergencies  of  some  distressed  person  (not  confined  to 
Masons  only),  and  who  carry  out  the  tradition  that  'a  Mason's  char- 
ity knows  no  bounds  stive  those  of  ))rudence."  But,  brethren,  there 
are  many  ways  of  bestowing  charity  and  many  and  varied  kinds  of 
charity  in  our  power  to  bestow — it  does  not  consist  simply  in  alms- 
giving. We  can  be  just  as  charitable  in  being  generally  benevolent, 
well-meaning,  kind  and  obliging,  accommodating  and  kind-hearted, 
spleenless  and  sympathizing,  gracious  and  feeling  to  those  who  may 
be  socially  our  inferiors  ;  ever  ready  to  enter  into  the  feelings  of  oth- 
ers and,  so  to  speak,  dispense  a  little  of  the  "milk  of  human  kindness," 
always  remembering  St.  Paul's  words  to  the  Corinthians,  "though  I 
speak  with  the  tongues  of  men  and  of  angels  and  have  not  charity,  I 
Itecome  as  sounding  brass  or  a  tinkling  cymbal."  Such  is  the  senti- 
ment that  constitutes  the  cementing  bond  of  Freemasonry.  It  is  the 
chief  corner-stone  of  our  temple,  and  upon  it  is  erected  the  superstruc- 
ture of  all  other  virtues — which  make  the  good  man  and  true  mason, 
slow  to  anger  and  easy  to  forgive. 

ALTERATIONS  TO   liODGE   BY-LAWS. 

On  the  12th  May,  1884,  I  sanctioned  the  following  alteration  to 
the  By-laws  of  Ashlar  Lodge,  No.  3,  Nanaimo :  Clause  VII.  to  read 
"  That  the  monthly  dues  from  each  and  every  member  within  or 
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without  the  province  nhall  be  fifty  cents  per  month."  I  am  u  little 
surprised  tliat  tlie  By-laws  from  Mount  Hernion  Lodf^e,  No.  7,  as  ori^- 
inaily  forwar<ied  to  me  some  two  years  ago  for  material  amendments 
•luring  my  term  as  Grand  Secretary,  have  not  again  been  transmitted 
for  approval  as  then  suggested.  The  memliers  of  that  lodge  have,  I 
presume,  some  very  good  reason  for  leaving  them  unchanged. 

APFKAL8. 

1  am  (lelighted  to  say  there  have  lieen  no  cases  of  appeal  from  a 
Hubordinate  Lodge,  at  least  none  that  ripened  into  such  a  shape  a«to 
l>e  permanently  placed  in  my  hands  to  adjudicate  upon.  One  from 
Vancouver-Quadra  Lodge  bid  fair  to  assume  an  unpleasant  phase  at 
one  time,  and  T  am  much  pleased  to  state  that  I  was  instrumental  in 
getting  tlie  matter  amicably  adjusted  and  the  submission  withdrawn 
without  being  compelled  to  give  a  decision.  There  was  also  one  other 
in  Victoria-('olumbia  Lt)dge,  which  was  adjusted  l>y  trial  in  lodge 
and  has  not  been  appealed  from.  Of  this  I  had  no  real  cognizance  as 
the  matter  was  informally  brought  to  my  notice,  and  under  clause  S, 
page  74.  I  referred  the  brethren  to  the  V.'.W.*.  Grand  Secretary. 
With  these  exceptions  harmony  has  l)een  undisturbed. 

I)R(,'1SI()NS. 

1°.  On  two  occasions  the  (|uestion  has  been  raised  in  regard  to 
demitted  and  non-affiliated  Masons  ;  one  where  a  brother  was  desir- 
ous of  attending  the  re-union,  (2°)  and  another  in  which  the  brother 
claimed  t:  right  to  participate  in  the  (leremony  of  laying  the  foun- 
dation stone  elsewhere  referred  to.  In  each  of  these  cases  objections 
were  raised  to  their  presence  by  members  of  the  C-raft.  In  each  of 
these  cases  I  ruled  in  l^eeping  with  clause  2  under  the  heading  of 
"Visitors,"  page  93,  viz  :  that  "  no  i>rother  residing  in  the  Province, 
demitted  or  unaffiliated,  can  take  part  many  Ma.sonic ceremony,  pub- 
lic or  private."  It  was  also  urged  that  he  could  visit  a  lodge  "nre  dur- 
ing his  secession  from  the  Craft ;  to  which  I  replied  "  that  visits  to 
lodges  mean  their  ordinary  meetings."  The  porch-book,  however, 
showed  that  they  had  visited  a  lodge  previously  during  their  seces- 
sion, and  consetjuently  were  doubly  ruled  out. 

8°.  The  following  were  handed  to  me  by  my  predecessor  as  eman- 
ating from  Vancouver-Quadra  Lodge  : 

1st.  Does  the  clause  "except  in  cases  of  Royal  Naval  and  Military 
men,"  literally  or  by  implication  mean  to  embrace  persons  engaged 
in  the  Merchant  Marine  service,  or  any  service  except  that  directly 
under  the  Royal  Naval  authorities?  An*.  Literally  the  expression 
"Royal  Naval  men"  means  officers  and  men  of  the  Royal  Navy  of 
Great  Britain  ;  but  in  its  usual  acceptance  it  applies  only  to  officers. 
What  was  intended  by  those  who  drafted  said  clause  of  Constitution 
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I  cannot  pretend  to  say,  though  I  do  sincerely  conceive  It  to  l)e  unfair 
to  extend  said  privileges  to  men  of  the  Navy  and  withhold  them  from 
Ofleeri  of  the  Merchant  Navy,  who  labor  under  precisely  the  same 
disadvantages  as  to  tlxlty  of  residence  as  officers  of  the  Royal  Navy. 
Our  Lodges  have  been  In  the  habit  of  conferring  the  degrees  uyrnu 
men  of  the  Navy,  and  1  have,  therefore.  In  all  cases  when  applied 
for,  granted  dispensation  to  lodges  to  confer  them  upon  Masters  and 
ftlates  of  the  Merchant  Navy  as  a  matter  of  simple  justice,  although 
I  am  compelled,  from  the  apparent  rigidity  of  tlie  clause,  to  answer 
the  latter  portion  of  the  query  to  the  effect  "that  it  embraces  only 
the  Royal  Navy." 

2nd.  Does  the  Royal  Navy  only  apjily  to  persons  serving  In  Her 
Majesty's  service,  or  does  It  apply  to  persons  serving  in  the  Navy  of 
any  Foreign  8tate,  or  to  persons  belonging  toother  nations  and  serv- 
ing In  the  Navy  or  Merchant  Marine  ?  Does  It  apply,  say  to  a  person 
serving  on  board  a  Canadian  lightship,  whose  term  and  pay  is  from 
month  to  month?  Ans.  The  first  of  these  Interrogatories  Is  fully 
answered  in  resiMjnse  to  last  (juestlon  ;  and  In  reply  to  the  second,  say 
most  emphatically,  No!  Irrespectlveof  term  and  pay;  as  persons  serv- 
ing on  board  such  very  frequently  are  not  sailors  at  all,  and  could  not 
possibly  be  construed  to  be  a  constituent  part  of  Canada's  Navy  even 
if  she  had  one. 

3rd.  Under  the  same  clause  recjuiring  residence  for  one  year,  can 
he  be  claimed  as  under  the  jurisdiction  If  he  has  not  so  resided  con- 
tinuously for  one  year?  say  he  has  been  two  years  in  this  Pro- 
vince, of  that  time  he  has  resided  six  months  In  Victoria,  eight  months 
In  Nanalmo,  nine  months  In  New  Westminster,  and  one  month  In 
Burrard  Inlet  which  of  these  lodges  can  claim  jurisdiction  ?  he  hav- 
ing resided  last  at  Burrard  Inlet  and  seeks  admission  l)y  initiation  at 
that  place?  Aux.  Neither  according  to  said  clause,  and  yet  either  by 
proper  procedure  ;  safest  way  under  such  circumstances  is  to  write  to 
lodges  at  each  of  places  named  for  certificate  of  character  and  ascer- 
tain if  they  have  any  objection,  if  only  as  a  matter  of  courtesy,  and 
in  a<1dltlon  throw  the  onus  on  the  broad  shoulders  of  the  (Irand  Mas- 
ter, stating  circumstances,  and  ask  for  disjjensation. 

4th.  Not  having  resided  the  recpilred  time.  It  Is  not  compulsory 
on  him  by  this  clause  to  produce  a  certificate  of  character  from  the 
nearest  lodge  to  the  place  of  his  nearest  residence?  Anx  This  is 
mainly  answered  In  preceding  question  which  points  out  the  best 
course  the  lodge  should  pursue  under  such  circumstances,  as  nothing 
can  be  Incumbent  upon  the  individual  who,  being  a  profane  knows 
nothing  regarding  our  jurisprudence. 

5th.  Is  there  any  section  or  clause  in  the  Constitution  of  British 
Columbia  whereby  Vacnouver  Lodge,  No.  2,  would  be  fully  justified 
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In  conferring  the  degrees  of  Masonry  on  a  merchant  seaman  who  had 
only  resided  in  the  jurisdiction  one  month  or  less,  and  not  luiving 
any  certiticate  of  character  from  the  lodge  nearest  his  previous  resi- 
<lunce?  Ana,  With  the  exception  of  the  ("onstitution  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Enghmd  wlierein  some  rights  as  to  regalia  are  reserved  to 
the  lodges  of  Antitiuity,  No.  2,  British,  No.  8,  and  Prince  of  Wales, 
No.  ijl),  I  know  of  no  clause  in  any  Constitution  which  gives  speciflc 
powers  to  any  particular  lotlge,  so  that  generally  I  may  safely  reply 
in  the  negative;  until  such  time  as  the  ambiguity  of  clause  2,  page  90, 
"  proposing  members  "  shall  have  been  removed  refrain  from  any 
such  actions  without  taking,  tlrst  of  all,  the  precautionary  steps  al- 
ready exi)atiated  upon,  and  asking  for  a  dispensation  ;  such  a  course 
will  at  all  times  lie  safe  until  Gran<l  Lodge  adopts  Constitution  as  now 
being  revised. 

4°.  Has  the  M.'.W.'.  Grand  Master  the  power  to  grant  a  dispen- 
sation for  Masons  to  appear  in  Masonic  regalia,  outside  of  a  lodge  of 
such,  to  mingle  with  profanes  and  suspended  Masons?  Ann.  The 
Grand  Master  certainly  has  the  power,  and  it  is  only  for  purposes 
outside  of  a  lodge  that  it  is  necessary  to  ask  iiim  ;  such  dispensations, 
iiowever,  are  issued  to  a  lodge  the  Master  of  which  is  responsible  fo.i 
everything  done  at  the  ceremony  for  which  the  dispensation  is  grant- 
ed; suspended  or  atflliated  Masons  are  barred  by  the  Constitution 
(Sec.  2,  pp.  93)  from  attendance  thereat,  but  profanes  are  usually  in- 
vited guests,  and  at  balls  are  commonly  seen  mingling  with  the 
Brethren,  holding  Masonic  intercourse  is  a  vastly  different  thing. 

5°.  If  so,  can  a  dispensation  granted  for  a  body  of  Ma.sons  to  ap- 
pear in  regalia  at  a  ball  allow  profanes  and  suspended  Masons  also  to 
appear  in  Masonic  regalia  and  fraternize  with  members  of  tlie  Craft  ? 
Alls.  A  dispensation  as  previously  stated  is  issued  to  a  lodge  for  tliesc 
puri>oses,  the  Master  of  which  is  bound  to  see  tiiat  the  honor  and  dig- 
nity of  the  Craft  is  uplield  and  duo  decorum  observed;  it  most  assur- 
edly does  not  grant  a  license  to  sULii)t'ii  led  Masons  to  appear  in  regalia 
for  the  simple  reason  that  they  ai't'  r-rohibited  by  the  Constitution 
from  being  there  in  the  character  o?  Masons  ;  and  certainly  no  power 
I'an  grant  permission  to  a  profane  to  wear  that  to  which  he  is  not  en- 
titled ;  if  either  of  these  takes  place  the  Master  lays  himself  open  to 
the  preferment  of  Masonic  charges. 

H".  At  a  stvcalled  Masonic  ball  with  Masons  in  regalia,  can  pro- 
fanes wear  badges  belonging  to  other  societies?  Am.  The  expression 
"so-called"  causes  me  to  halt  in  answering  the  question — it  is  either 
a  Masonic  ball  or  it  is  not !  if  the  latter.  Masons  have  no  business 
there  in  regalia — if  the  former,  profanes  should  not  wear  badges  of 
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other  societies  except  Naval  und  Military  men  in  uniform  with  le^ti- 
mate  decorations. 

7°.  What  authority  has  the  W.-.  M.-.  and  his  otHcers  in  a  l»all- 
room  over  profanes  and  suspended  Masons  in  regalia  l»elonging  to  tlie 
Craft?  Ana.  The  W.-.M.*.  has  full  power  and  autliorlty  over  every- 
Itody  present  unless  the  Grand  Master  or  his  Deputy  or  some  Officer 
of  Grand  Lodge  duly  api)ointed  for  the  purpose  Ite  present,  in  either 
case  it  is  the  imi)erative  duty  of  the  presiding  officer  to  cause  the  pro- 
fane to  divest  himself  of  such  regalia,  and  to  see  that  suspended  Ma- 
sons retire  from  such  ceremony. 

VISIT  OF   ILL.    KKO.   ALBERT   HIKE,  8H°. 

The  Brethren  will  doubtless  remember  that  the  following  resolu- 
tion was  passed  at  our  last  Comnumication:  "That  should  Illustrious 
Bro.  Albert  Pike  visit  this  Province  a  fraternal  welcome  be  extended  to 
him,  and  that  the  M.-.  W.\  (Jrand  Master  be  reciuested  to  Intimate  the 
same  t<)  him  by  letter;  and  further  that  the  M.-.W.*.  Grand  Master  be 
authorized  to  incur  ai  >  expense  that  may  be  recjuired,  subject  to  his 
own  and  the  discretion  of  the  Board  of  General  Purposes."  On  the 
12th  July,  1883,  111.  Bro.  Albert  Pike,  33°,  Venerable  Grand  Com- 
mander of  Supreme  ("ouncil  A.  A.  S.  R.  of  the  Southern  Jurisdiction 
of  the  United  States,  and  Past  Grand  Warden  of  the  G.-.L.-.  of  Lou- 
isiana, (?)  arrived  by  the  steamer  from  Puget  Sound,  accom]>anied  by 
the  following  Eminent  Brethren;  Bro.  James  R.  Hayden,  33°,  Sov 
ereign  Grand  Inspector  General,  A.-.  A.'.  S.\  R.-.  and  Past  Grand 
Master  of  the  Territory  of  Washington;  Bro.  J.  W  Pratt,  33°,  Hon. 
Inspector  General,  A.-.  A.-.  S,-.  R.*.  and  Past  (irand  Master  of  the 
State  of  Oregon  ;  Bro.  Thos.  M.  Reed,  33°,  A.-.  A.'.  S.-.  R...  a  Past 
Grand  Master  of  Washington  Territory  and  present  (4 rand  Secretary: 
Bro.  Jos.  A.  Kuhn,  32°,  A.-.A.-.S.-.R.-.,  Past  Grand  Master  of  Wash- 
ington Territory,  also  Bros.  Christopher  Taylor,  Andrew  Roberts, 
and  H.  L.  Hoyt,  all  32°  of  the  A.-.A.-.S.-.R.-.,  all  of  whom  were  met 
and  welcomed  at  the  wharf  by  myself  accompanied  by  P.-.G.-.M.-. 
Eli  Harrison,  P.-.  G.-.  M.-.  Henry  Brown,  D.-.  G.-.  M.*.  Thomas 
Trounce,  J. -.G.-.W.-.  Robert  Beaven,  P.-.J.-.G.-.W.-.  Eli  Harrison, 
Jr.,  Bro.  Waitt,  Grand  Treasurer,  Bro.  Milne,  Grand  Secretary,  Bro. 
Heisterman,  Past  Grand  Secretary,  Bro.  Millar,  Grand  Senior  Dea- 
con, Bro.  Elder,  Grand  Pursuivant,  Bro.  Teagne,  P. -.Grand  Deacon, 
Bro.  Shotbolt,  Past  Prov'l  Grand  Secretary,  and  Bros.  I.  Oppenhei- 
mer,  and  G.  T.  Brown.  Our  illustrious  visitors  were  then  escorted  in 
carriages  to  their  temporary  home  where  a  Committee  of  the  Board 
of  General  Purposes  had  made  every  provision  for  their  external  and 
internal  comfori^ — In  the  afternoon  they  were  dri\'en  round  the  city 
and  suburbs  and  enjoyed  the  unequalled  climate  and  scenery  of  our 
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Island.  I  coiifcrreil  with  the  W.'.M.'.'s  of  Victoria-rohimbia  and 
Vancouver-Q,uadra  Lodges,  and  caused  said  lodges  to  be  summoned 
for  the  following  evening  to  meet  at  Masonic  Temple — upon  which 
occasion,  accompanied  by  Grand  Lodge  Officers,  I  visited  said  lodges 
therein  assembled,  and  received  our  Venerable  and  Illustrious  Breth- 
ren, to  whom  had  been  previously  sent  written  invitations  ;  Bro.

I  shall  content  myself  by  observing  that  I  was  ably  assisted 
by  the  Grand  Lovlge  Officers,  and  to  whom  I  return  my  grateful  ac- 
knowledgments f(.>r  the  ready  and  hearty  support  accorded  to  me  by 
them,  and  for  the  cheerful  manner  in  which  one  and  all  seemed  to 
enter  into  the  ceremonies  and  to  which  the  harmony  prevailing  and 
success  attending  the  task  are  mainly  attributable.  E<iually  am  I  in- 
debted txj  the  Mayor  and  Council  for  their  hearty  co-operation,  and 
l»r(mipt  reply  to  our  invitation  to  them  to  join  us  in  procession  ;  this 
being  the  first  instance,  to  my  knowledge,  on  the  part  of  the  Civic 
Authorities  being  fully  represented  on  such  an  occasion  ;  lastly  a 
Word  or  two  by  way  of  gratitude  to  Bro.  A.  A.  Green,  President  of 
the  Orphans'  Home — not  so  nuidi  for  the  "  handsome  silver  trowel " 
presented  on  the  day  in  (luestion  l)y  him  as  President  to  me  as  G»T.iui 
Master,  and  wh'ch  I  shall  ever  treasure  as  a  memento  of  oi.-^  of  the 
most  pleasing  events  in  my  Masonic  career — as  to  his  urbanity  of 
manner,  and  kindly  disposition  all  through  in  making  the  ceremony 
a  success,  in  which  he  received  very  hearty  assistance  from  the  gen- 
tlemen composing  the  P.   O.   iJommittee,   and  from  R.-.  W.*.  Bro. 
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Chambers  with  his  volunteer  choir  adding  greatly  to  its  solemnity 
and  impressiveness. 

LODGE  FOKMED  AT  CALOARRY. 

Undf  r  date  25th  November,  1883,  a  communication  was  received 
from  Bro.  U.  J.  Lindsay,  of  Calgarry,  N.  W.  T.,  asking  for  all  neces- 
sary information  as  to  the  for  luation  of  a  Lodge  in  that  part  of  the 
Dominion,  Form  of  Petition  for  a  Charter,  Copy  of  Constitution,  and 
Proceedings  of  our  last  comnmnication  of  G.'.L.*.  as  also  copy  of  By- 
Laws  of  one  of  our  Lodges  was  sent  them  so  that  at  one  time  it  seemed 
as  though  another  star  had  appeared  on  our  Masonic  horizon,  I 
since  learn,  however,  that  owing  to  the  greater  proximity  with  which 
they  are  brought  by  railway  to  Winnipeg  (distance  8-41  miles)  they 
have  chosen  to  swear  allegiance  to  the  O.-.L.-.  of  Manitoba — there  is 
some  doubt  even  now  as  to  whether  C'algarry  is  in  Alberta  Territory 
or  British  Columbia  owing  t)  the  indettnite  character  of  our  bound- 
ary line,  though  generally  thought  to  be  the  water  shed  of  the 
Hockies — if  in  Alberta  (which  I  think  it  is)  and  the  North-West  Ter- 
ritories being  "unclaimed  Masonic  territory,"  then  Manitoba  has  as 
much  right  to  take  them  under  her  wing  as  we  have,  and  being  more 
"get-at-able"  than  we  are  they  cannot  be  blamed  for  the  preference 
given. 

MASONIC  RE-UNION.  ^ 

The  annual  r.>Union  of  Musons  in  Victoria  was  celebrated  under 
the  auspices  of  Vancouver  and  Quadra  Lodge  (Dixi  H.  Ross  presid- 
ing) on  St.  John's  Day,  27tii  December,  and  to  which  I  had  the  plea- 
sure of  being  invited  as  guest  of  tlie  evening — this  is  the  fourth  annual 
gatliering  of  this  description,  and  each  year  they  seem  to  be  more 
popular,  judging  from  the  very  greatly  increased  attendance  thereat ; 
1  was  called  upon  to  make  a  short  address  to  the  assembled  multitude, 
after  which  a  vocal  and  instrumental  entertainment  (not  so  good  as 
on  previous  occasions)  for  an  hour  and  a-half,  refreshments  ad  hh  all 
the  evening,  and  brought  to  a  close  with  the  always  highly  appreci- 
ated exhibition  of  the  "  light  fantastic."  The  Committee  of  Manage- 
ment consisted  of  Bros.  C.  M.  Ciiambers,  Eli  Harrison,  Jr.,  I.  Oppen- 
heirner,  D.  H.  Ross,  J  no.  Tei  gue,  Robt.  Elder,  James  Gray,  and  Jas. 
Millar :  popular  prices  of  admission: — Gents,  $1.50,  Ladies,  1.00,  Chil- 
dren, 50  cents.  Greatly  as  these  assemblages  are  swelled  by  profanes 
I  think  in  future  it  will  be  a  matter  of  very  grave  consideration  as  to 
whether  it  is  not  desirable  to  confine  these  gatherings  exclusively  to 
members  of  the  Craft,  their  wives,  daughters  and  sweet-hearts. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

A  comnmnication  was  received  from  a  member  of  Grand  Lodge 
at  a  late  hour  enclosing  proposed  amendments  to  Constitution — I  was 
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reluctantly  compelled  to  instruct  the  Grand  Secretary  to  reply  to  the 
effect  "that  the  Constitution  refjuires  six  weeks  notice  of  such,  and 
that  therefore  thirty  days  was  insifficient";  said  reply  was  qualified, 
however,  by  an  assurance  that  tht  labors  of  the  B.'.Ct.-.P.-.  in  revis 
ing  the  Constitution  would  doubt.'ess  make  ample  provision  for  the 
proffered  amendments. 

A  communication  from  theG.'.L.-.  of  Massachusetts  in  December 
last,  giving  excerpts  from  their  Constitution  as  amended  14th  June, 
1882,  and  13th  June,  1883,  settingfort'i  "what  degrees  in  Masonry  they 
recognize,"  and  "  what  organ izatio  is  they  admit  to  be  regular  and 
duly  constituted  Masonic  Bodies,"  are  useful  and  instn:?tive  to  us  as 
guides,  although  in  this  jurisdiction  we  recognize  only  the  three  deg- 
rees of  "pure  and  antient  masonry,"  though  we  acknowledge  the  R. 
A.  Chapter  and  A.-.A.*.B.-.R.*.   to  be  "regular  and  duly  constituted 

bodies ;  still  not  being  under  the  control  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  they 
are  not  strictly  speaking  recognized  and  acknowledged  until  the  Coii 

siitution  is  amended  embracing  them  or  either  of  them  as  the  Gn.i  ' 

Ledge  may  determine. 

Another  communication  dated  31st  July,  1883,  from  the  G.'.L,-. 

of  Oregon,  giving  a  very  minute  descrijition  of  an  imposter  named  H. 

L  Thomas  has  been  received.     To  be  "forewarned  is  to  be  forearmed, " 

and  therefore  I  think  the  method  employed  of  communicating  the 

(•etails  concerning  these  "wolves  in  sheep's  clothing"  is  wholesome 

and  beneficial,  but  the  language  in  which  the  description  and  request 

are  couched,  although  not  unparliamentary  jierhaps,  certainly  is 

more  forcible  than  polite  to  be  masonic.     Vide  circular  appended:

Dear  Brother, — This  olTice  is  in  possession  of  information  tliat 
one  H.  L.  Thomas,  who  was  expelled  by  La  Grande  Lodge,  Nt).  41, 
some  twelve  years  ago,  is  now  traveling  through  the  eastern  states 
jireying  ujion  the  rraternity.  The  last  heard  of  liim  he  was  in  Iowa, 
working  eastward,  giving  "the  name  of  S.  S.  ( Jurtis,  and  claiming  that 
he  was  a  P.-.M.*.  of  La  Grande  Lodge,  No,  41,  of  Oregon,  and  that  J 
L.  Curtis,  Secretary  of  that  Lodge,  was  his  son.  He  has  also  claimed 
to  be  A.H.  Brown,  and  J.  M.  Boyd,  P.'.Ms.  •.  of  Baker  Lodge,  No.  47, 
of  Oregon;  also  A.  B.  Elmer,  of  same  Lodge. 

He  usually  represents  that  he  has  lost  his  money  in  some  way, 
and  requests  a  loan  until  he  can  get  home.  Says  he  is  well  fixed— 
has  a  stock  ranch  and  boarding  house  near  leaker  (Mty.  He  takes  the 
T.  O.  without  hesitation,  and  passes  a  perfect  examiilation. 

He  is  al>out  fifty-five  years  of  age;  five  feet  eight  inches  high; 
weighs  about  one  hundred  and  fifty  pounds;  sharp  face;  nose  and  ciiiii 
prominent;  hair  and  beard  mixed  with  gray;  wears  side  whiskers  and 
moustache;  forehead  sligiitlv  receding;  ev'es  small  and  sharp;  ears 
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long,  with  gray  hairs  growing  in  lower  part.  Speaks  rapidly,  and 
when  questioned,  answers  quickly.  When  speaking  rapidly  has  an 
impediment  of  speech,  caused  by  loss  of  teeth.  Chews  tobacco  to  ex- 
cess, and  drinks  and  gambles.  He  is  ruptured  and  wears  a  truss.  He 
has  been  heard  from  in  the  following  places:  Sutter  Creek  and  Oak- 
land, California;  Leadville,  Colorado,  where  he  was  arrested  on  tele- 
gram from  this  office,  but  managed  to  compromise  the  matter  and  get 
clear  on  the  payment  of  SIOO.  Has  bilked  Lodges  and  Masons  in 
Minnesota,  Iowa,  Illinois,  Missouri,  and  Canada. 

Should  he  come  your  way  please  take  him  by  a  strong  grip,  and 
if  you  cannot  imprison  him  for  obtaining  money  under  false  pretenses, 
at'least  give  him  the  size  of  your  boot,  and  greatly  oblige  the  Masons 
of  Oregon.

•i;>!iii(u<  of  masonic  charity  in  glossing  over  the  too  apparent  lack  of 
geii:   a'  '  iforma'tion  embodied  in  the  pamphlets  we  send  them. 

Hk(  ooNiTioxs.— With  one  exception  we  have  not  been  called 
upon  to  recognize  any  newly  inaugurated  body.  Connnunications 
will  be  laid  before  you  this  session  with  regard  to  the  foru>ation  of  a 
(Irand  Lodge  in  Victoria,  Australia.  Following  closely  upon  the 
footsteps  of  their  brethren  in  the  colony  of  New  South  Wales,  which 
is  now  fairly  established  and  prosperous,  our  bretiiren  in  Melbourne 
are  now  desirous  of  establishing  their  claim  to  that  supreme  masonic 
Jurisdiction  over  Masons  within  their  territory  that  we  ourselves  13 
.  vs  igo  laid  claim  to  and  successfully  established.  I  a>n  in  receipt 
I  i  the  Victoria  Freemason  from  September,  1883,  to  April,  1884,  and  judg- 
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itig  from  the  soundness  of  their  arguments  we  should  be  swift  to  grant 
their  appeal. 

G.-.  L.-.  OF  Pennsylvania.— I  am  in  receipt  of  a  circular  letter 
dated  27th  March,  1884,  from  M.-.W.-.  Bro.  Conrad  B.  Day,  Grand 
Master  of  that  jurisdiction,  forwarding  me,  with  assurances  of  his 
most  fraternal  regard,  a  photographic  copy  of  the  original  book  of  St. 
John's  Lodge,  A.  F.  and  A.  M.  of  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  containing  ac- 
counts with  its  members  from  24th  June,  1781,  to  24th  June,  1738,  as 
evidence  of  the  first  Masonic  Lodge  organized  in  America  under  its 
colonial  existence,  which  was  discovered  27tli  Feb.,  1884,  in  the  arch- 
ives of  the  Historical  Society  of  Pennsylvania,  at  Philadelphia,  by 
R.-.W.-.  Bro.  ClifTord  P.  MacCalla,  Junior  Grand  Warden  of  that 
Grand  Lodge.  Our  thanks  are  therefore  due  to  those  eminent  and 
zealous  brethren  for  bringing  to  light  and  reproducing  such  an  inter- 
esting antiqu)  , '. 

Condition  c  i  own  Lodges.— The  three  older  Lodges  of  this 

jurisdiction  I  hav  eady  commented  upon  elsewhere,  and  as  con- 
cerning them  need  only  now  add  that  they  are  healthy  and  prosperous 
financially  and  numerically,  but  capable  of  some  little  improvement 
in  other  essentials.  It  is  a  painfully  noteworthy  fact  that  up  to  the 
present  moment  (now  within  five  days  of  Grand  Lodge  session)  many 
of  the  returns  from  Subordinate  Lodges  have  not  been  received  by  the 
V.'.W.'.  Grand  Secretary.  Such  apathy  and  indifference  on  the  part 
of  some  Secretaries  of  lodges  is  unpardonable,  as  it  not  only  retards 
the  comi)ilation  of  the  Grand  Secretary's  report  and  rushes  an  amount 
of  work  all  at  once  upon  that  zealous  and  overworked  (though  under- 
l)aid,  officer,  but  precludes  the  only  nossibility,  of  an  opportunity  I 
should  have  otherwise,  of  efflcienily  reviewing  those  returns  and 
making  a  conscientiously  reliable  report  to  G.-.L.*.  I  am  therefore 
compelled,  with  reluctance,  to  ask  the  influence  of  my  brethren  in 
Grand  Lodge  with  a  view  to  adopting  remedial  measures  in  that  re- 
gard. 

I  WOULD  ALSO  SUGGEST  that  the  brethren  generally  should  en- 
deavor to  furnish  themselves  with  the  jjroper  uniform  regalia  apper- 
taining to  Subordinate  Lodges.  I  even  go  so  far  as  to  say  that  even 
tlw>9e  lodges  having  the  privilege  under  "  regalia  page  97  "  of  Consti- 
"  tution  of  continuing  the  adoption  and  use  of  thAr  original  jewels 
"  and  regalia  as  long  as  they  so  desire  "  will  agree  with  me  that  the 
time  has  arrived  when  that  regalia  has  become  "  worn  and  shabby 
with  time,"  and  that  substitution  is  necessary — let  us  then  adopt  the 
true  Mt  onic  regalia  as  worn  in  England,  Canada  and  most  of  the 
United  States  (if  npt  all) — nothing  is  neater,  prettier,  less  costly  and 
more  traditionally  Masonic  than  the  sky-blue  and  white — one  indica- 
tive of  the  whole  canopy  of  heaven,  and  the  other  the  acknowledged 
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emblem  of  puritj' — ordor  being  heavens  tirst  law,  let  us  be  uniformly 
in  order. 

Another  word  as  regards  Clothing. — Can  we  not  one  and 
all,  rich  or  poor,  come  in  suitable  attire  when  we  attend  lodge  ?  if  we 
have  not  black  or  dark  blue  let  us  put  on  the  darkest  we  have,  with 
white  ties  and  white  gloves  they  cost  very  little  !  the  denial  of  some 
trifling  luxury  will  give  us  these,  and  I  am  sure  the  satisfaction 
(when  we  turn  out  on  public  occasions)  with  which  we  shall  be  re- 
garded by  the  ever  vigilant  eye  of  the  "outsider"  will  more  than  repay 
us  for  such  an  iusigniflcant  expenditure — "  profanes  "  will  then  have 
no  pretext  (judging  from  the  exterior  as  the  uninitiated  necessarily 
must)  for  saying  that  our  outward  forms  and  ceremonies  are  an 
amusing  burlesque  "  all  same  Chinese  Highbinders  "  as  was  remarked 
to  me  by  several  not  long  ago. 

DEATH  of  H.  R.  H.  PRINC  B  LEOPOLD. 

One  of  the  most  painful  and  conspicuous  events  of  the  year  just 
expired,  that  it  is  my  dutiful  yet  sorrowful  task  to  iccur  to,  is  the 
death  of  our  distinguished  Brother,  H.  R.  H.  Prince  Leopold  George 
Duncan  Albert,  Duke  of  Albany,  and  the  youngest  son  of  our  most 
gracious  Queen,  who,  on  the  28th  March  last  left  this  terrestrial  sphere 
to  join  those  in  the  Grand  Lodge  above.  Our  brother  was  born  on 
the  7th  April,  1853,  and  hwing  always  experienced  delicate  health 
from  his  birth  ^''ery  seldom  took  any  part  in  active  life,  and  was  not 
often  seen  in  public,  except  in  company  with  the  Queen.  Upon  very 
good  authority  we  are  informed  that  the  untimely  death  of  our  Bro. 
(which  occurred  at  Cannes  in  France)  although  mainly  traceable  to  a 
chill  and  the  fall  he  received,  was  painfully  attributable  to  his  con- 
stitutional disease  of  "  haemophilia"  or  predisposition  for  bleeding 
which  may  have  been  congenital  or  liereditary — he  married  27th 
April,  1882,  Princess  Helen,  of  Waldeek,  Pyrmont,  (which  event  had 
to  l)e  postponed  from  a  previous  date  on  account  of  his  precarious 
liealth),  and  leaves  behind  him,  I  believe,  one  child  ;  he  was  elected 
Grand  Master  of  the  Provincial  Grand  Lodge  of  Oxfordshire,  Eng- 
land, in  1875,  and  Junior  Grand  Warden  of  the  United  Grand  Lodge 
of  England  in  1877,  like  his  brother,  H.  R.  H.  The  Prince  of  Wales, 
he  always  took  a  deep  interest  in  the  Craft  of  his  ancestt)rs.  I  feel 
certain,  Brethren,  that  we  Jis  Masons,  and  members  of  the  most  time 
honored  association  in  the  world  will  not  be  slow  in  contributing  our 
uiite  of  sympathy  to  the  many  that  have  preceded  us  so  that  the  be- 
reaved mother  and  widow  may  have  the  full  measure  of  the  sym- 
pathy of  the  entire  brotherhood  throughout  the  wide  world  in  this 
their  hour  of  sorrow  and  grievous  bereavement ;  and  "add  our  prayer 
"  to  those  of  the  rest  of  Her  Majesty's  subjects  that  '•  He  who  tempers

"  tlie  ^^mkI  to  the  shorn  lamb  "  will  IodU  down  with  coiiipuswion  upon 
"  the  \yi(low  and  fatherless,  in  this  their  hour  ol" desolation,  and  will 
"  fold  the  heiievolent  arms  of  His  love  and  pr.jteotion  around  those 
"  who  are  thus  bereft  of  their  earthly  stay. 

Not  being  as  able  as  his  more  robust  brothers  to  enter  into  the 
a(itive  pursuits  of  manhood  he  <levoted  himself  to  the  study  of  the 
Arts  and  promotion  of  Science  by  assisting  with  his  presence,  coun- 
sel and  precepts,  the  various  benevolent  institutions  which  attracted 
his  attentiou  and  to  which  he  rendered  eminent  service,  in  the  name, 
and  as  the  representative  of  his  Royal  Mother.  To  many  of  us  who 
are  not  well  acciuaiuted  with  his  soft  and  gentle  nature,  his  beautiful 
I'haracter,  and  useful  career,  owing  to  our  distance  from  the  scene  of 
his  usefulness,  it  may  not  be  out  of  place  to  aiake  a  few  refereiu^es 
concerning  what  is  said  at  home  "  of  his  doings  within  his  sphere  " 
during  the  brief  peri;)d  of  a  life  of  such  promise.  8.)  long  ago  as  1874 
his  n  i;ne  was  br  mght  up  in  the  House  of  Lords,  and  the  Duke  of 
Richnund  said: — "Although  the  Prince  had  not,  on  account  of  his 
"  youth,  the  advantages  of  Mie  personal  example  of  his  illustrious 
"  father,  he  had  been  brought  up  in  a  manner  in  every  way  to  imi- 
"  tate  luid  follow  his  noble  .;x.im|)lo.  The  assiduity  Prince  Leopold 
"  had  shown  in  all  the  depart;uents  of  study  in  which  he  had  been 
"  occupied,  gave  grounds  for  believing  that  he  would  fit  liimself  for 
"  taking  the  important  position  in  the  country  to  which  his  birth  eii- 
"  titled  him." 

Again  Lord  Granville  .said: — "  BV)ni  some  perst)nal  acquaintance 
"  with  the  Illustr!  >us  Prince,  I  am  able  to  .say  that  there  are  few  men 
"  of  his  years  who  have  cultivated  their  natural  abilities  with  greater 
"  assiduity  and  success  than  Prince  Leopold  ha«  done." 

Now,  Brethren,  in  order  to  show  you  how  various  and  versatile 
were  his  talents,  and  how  sedulously  he  applied  J^imself  to  doiny; 
good  on  every  oiH^asion  that  presented  itself,  whet^ier  to  art,  science, 
or  n>'/rals,  or  in  assisting  benevolent  institutions,  I  give  the  folio wiuji,' 
.synopsis  of  what  he  has  done  :— "19th  February,  1879,  he  delivered 
"  an  address  at  the  Mansion  House  on  "  University  Teaching  ;  25th 
"  February  same  year  he  presided  and  spoke  at  the  Birkbeck  Literary 
"  Scientific  Institution  ;  19th  May,  same  year,  at  (intsvenor  House, 
"  be  presided  and  delivered  a  remarkable  address  on  the  "  Education 
"of  the  Deaf  and  Dumb  ;  20th  Octol^r,  same  year,  he  formally  opeu- 
"  ed  the  fifth  College  at  Sheffield  ;  14th  April,  1880,  he  laid  the  fouii- 
"  dation  stone  of  the  High  School  at  Oxford;  30th  June,  1881,  lit- 
"  oijened  the  Nottingham  University  Building ;  12th  December,  18.S1, 
"  he  spoke  on  the  "  Culture  of  Music  "  at  the  Manchester  Athenreuiii 
"  Soiree,  and  on  the  17th  of  same  month  he  laid  the  foundation  stone 
"  of  the  Princess  11 -^lena  College  at  Ealing,  and  from  day  to  day  al- 
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most he  was  constantly  employed  in  forwarding  all  sutih  worthy  eii- 
teri)rises.    The  London  "Times"  referred  ta  his  address  at  the  Man- 
sion House  in  these  words  :—"  The  meeting  at   tlie  Mansion  House 
"  has  revealed  powers  of  expression  in  a  member  of  the  Royal  Family 
"  which  rivalled  those  of  a  great  Englisli  orator,  on  a  field  i>eculiarly 
"  his  own.     The  crowd  which  thronged  the  Egyptian  Hall  came  to 
"see  a  Prince  and  hear  Mr.  Gladstone.      As  it  listened  to  the  former 
"in  his  turn,   it  nuist  have  felt  that  it   had  before  it,  not  merely  a 
"  thinker,  but  a  thinker  with  thegift  of  thinking  aloud.     No  two  better 
"representatives  of  the  cause  of  '  LTniverslty-teaching '  could  have 
"  been  selected  than  Prince  Leopold  and  Mr.  Gladstone."     What  tes- 
timony can  be  better  than  that  given   by   the   Times?      Our  dis- 
tinguished and  learned  Brother,  in  speaking  tdumt  "foreign  languag- 
es," and  their  cultivation,  said:  "Sometimes  perhaps,  as  the  proverb 
"says,  we  take  what  is  unknown  to  Ix-  magnificent;  l)Ut  oftener  I 
"tliink  we  take  it  to  be  something  unfriendly  and  distasteful  to  us. 
"  But  we  find  that  with  every  real  increase  of  understanding  of  oui' 
"fellowmen  of  different  races,  some  unkindly   illusion   disappears; 
"we  learn  to  realize  their  likeness  to  ourselves,  to  sympathize  with 
"tlieir  national  character,  and  to  co-operate  in  their  efforts  after  the 
"common  good."     Again,  when  he  laid  the  foundation  stone  of  the 
Tniversity  College  at    Nottingham,   our   illustrious   Brother    said  : 
"The  happiness  of  our  lives  depends  much  lessujton  the  actual  value 
"of  the  work  we  do.  than  on  the  H|)irit  in  whicii  we  do  it;  if  a  man 
"  tries  to  do  the  simplest   and  liuml)lest  work  as  well  as  he  possibly 
"can,  it  will  be  interesting  to  him,  and  be  will  be  proud  of  it.      But 
"ir  he  is  only  thinking  of  what   he  can  jjct  by  his  work,  then  even 
"the  highest  work  will  become  a  weariness  lo  him."     After  such  ex- 
l»ressions  of  noble  sentiment,  so  successfully  expressed,  inay  we  not 
truthfully  say  that  our  Order  has  met  with  one  of  the  most  irrepara- 
ble lo.sses  it  eould  sustain?  and  that  by  the  early  extinguishment  of 
that  young  life,  "a  pearl  of  great  price,"  has  disapi)eared  in  the  un- 
fathomable abyss  of  Eternity?  but,  my  Brethren,  he  has  left  behind 
liiiu  a  record  well  worthy  of  our  imitation,  and  to  whom  the  words 
of  the  Poet  Laureate  addressed  to  Our  Soverign  on  the  death  of  his 
Father  may  very  aptly  be  applied  :— viz.: 

"  Sweet  nature  gilded  by  the  gracious  gleam, 
"  Of  letters,  dear  to  science,  dear  to  art." 

«RANI>    liOI)C4K   RKOALIA. 

I  think,  Brethren,  considering  that  we  have  been  using  the  re- 
galia, rightly  belonging  to  ourselves  'tis  true,  (as  a  matter  of  property), 
liiit  designating  the  Scotch  Provincial  (xrand  Lodge,  for  over  bS 
years,  and  that  though  possibly  "old  and  shabl\v,"  is  still  fairly  ser- 
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viceable,  we  should,  I  think,  puHs  a  resolution  for  the  adoption  of  Regalia 
and  Jewels,  which  we  are  justly  entitled  to  wear  as  an  independent 
Grand  Lodge;  and  tliat  inasmuch  as  the  flnancea  of  our  Supreme 
Masonic  Body  will  not  justify  an  expenditure  necessary  to  procure 
the  same,  that  a  Committee  oi  Ways  and  Means  be  appointed  in  that 
connection. 

CONCLUSION. 

History  and  News,  brethren,  necessary  as  they  are  to  one  an- 
other, have  never  pulled  together,  or  been  verv  fast  friends;  News 
belongs  to  that  indettnable  Present,  which  has  no  real  existence,  but 
is  only  the  ever  advancing  line  between  all  that  has  been  and  all  that 
is  to  be!  It  is  ardent,  requisitive,  and  hopeful;  always  reaping  its 
harvest,  and  better  able  to  house  its  stores  than  to  use  them — grasp- 
ing with  one  hand  what  is  under  its  feet,  and  with  the  other  it  points 
to  coming  prizes.  History  lags  behind,  tries  to  chose  its  pace,  to  se- 
lect and  order  its  materials,  and  to  dominate  over  the  silent,  and  un- 
resisting realm  of  the  once  mighty  Past;  between  two  beings,  so 
unlike  in  their  provinces  and  instincts,  there  must  be  a  "border- 
land," and  for  a  long  period  it  has  been  the  fleld  for  desultory  and 
partial  enterprise,  rather  than  any  serious  design  to  fill  the  gap  be- 
tween a  receding  Past  and  a  flying  Future;  many  attempts  have  been 
mtide,  and  are  yet  being  made,  but  it  yet  remains  a  universal  com- 
plaint, wliether  in  the  Lodge  of  instruction,  or  in  the  more  silent 
hours  of  retreat,  in  one's  own  Study;  "  that  while  it  is  more  or  less 
possible  to  master  any  former  period  of  the  progress  of  Masonry, 
there  is  really  nothing  to  call  a  history  of  the  period  comprised  in 
a  man's  own  life  and  experience;  still,  however,  there  is  a  rule  of  life 
so  directly  the  ordinance  of  Nature  that  all  authorities  are  unani- 
mous in  its  favor;  moralists  and  economists,  philosophers  and  mer 
chants,  alike  insist  on  the  duty  of  reviewing  the  natural  periods  of 
time,  and  settling  the  balance  of  losses  and  gains.  As  we  are  placed 
here  to  "advance  and  improve,"  unless  we  keep  a  log  of  our  voyage, 
and  take  stock  of  our  goods,  we  lose  at  least  one  important  security 
and  stimulus.  An  annual  Budget  is  expected  from  the  Chancellor  of 
Exchequer,  and  Her  Majesty  cannot  open  Parliament  or  prorogue  it 
without  a  short,  business-like  review  of  the  recess  or  Session;  follow- 
ing these  views  and  precedents,  Brethren,  I  have  endeavoured  to 
sum  up  the  losses  and  gains  of  our  Masonic  year,  and  I  leave  you  as 
generously  disposed  and  charitable  auditors  to  "  strike  a  balance  "  out 
of  my  crude  material  which  I  have  feebly  submitted.  In  sui tender- 
ing the  "  Oavel  of  Supreme  temporal  Masonic  authority"  in  this 
Province  into  your  hands,  1  am  painfully  aware  of  my  own  short- 
comings to  fill  so  elevated  a  position  among  you  with  that  perfect 
fullness  which  Brethren  of  ease  and  affluence  alone  can  give  to  it.    I 
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trust,  however,  that  errors  committed  (and  who  does  not  err?)  during 
my  term  of  office,  may  be  considered  to  be,  by  you  all,  "errors  of  the 
head  and  not  of  the  heart;"  and  that  the  lack  of  consummation  of  all 
good  deisives  may,  in  a  measure,  be  partially  compensated  for  by  a 
zealous  and  earnest  eftbrt  to  be  in  a  position  to  return  you  the  "em- 
blem of  authority  "  as  unsullied  as  I  received  it,  trusting  that  the  duy 
is  not  far  distant  when  the  uniform  and  salutary,  though  silent  and 
unseen  influence  of  our  principles,  will  effectually  silence  the  tongue 
of  calumny,  and  weaken,  if  not  forever  extinguish  the  unjustifiable 
rancour,  and  hatred  of  our  Enemies.

a!»d  imj)ortant  suggestions  to  the  written  law  of  this  Grand  Lodge. 

In  ]iresetiting  this  report  I  am  able  to  give  assurances  of  en- 
couraging indications  of  some  advancement  within  our  iKmlers,  as 
appears  from  the  net  increase  of  membership  obtained  from  the  re- 
turns of  the  several  lodges,  and  from  the  present  jn-ospect,  with  th( 
large  and  permanent  additions  to  the  population  of  the  different 
parts  of  the  Provin<te,  there  is  every  reason  to  look  forward  with  en- 
couragment. 

r  have,  during  the  past  year,  sought  information  as  to  the  con- 
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ditlon  of  the  Craft  witliiu  our  Jurisdiction,  and  I  (Ind  tliat  tlie  lo(l>>?eri 
II nd  meml)ers  are  lai).)rin^?  witli  zeal,  and  that  harmony  prevails 
among  tiie  workmen.  I  ol)serve,  however,  ia  sonu'  eases  the  ditllcnl- 
lies  that  retard  the  i)r()^?ress  of  lodges  arise  from  a  neglect  to  «'olii'ct 
dues  jiromptly  from  the  members,  thus  producing  eiiil)arrassment 
and  corresponding  discouragment.  This  is  only  referred  to  here 
with  a  view  to  suggest  the  imj)ortance  of  applying  a  remedy  by  tlie 
lodges  themselves. 

Fii  considering  the  various  statistics  of  this  report  I  would  l)eg 
leave  to  remind  you  that  they  are,  as  usual,  only  made  up  to  the  2Sth 
February  last,  as  re(iuired  by  the  (."onstitution. 

I  regret  to  have  to  remark  that  some  of  the  Lo<lges,  although 
having  more  than  three  months  since  the  2Hth  February,  luuve  only 
put  their  returns  i;nd  reports  into  the  hands  of  the  (trand  Secretary 
a  day  or  two  l)efor(^  the  Annual  t'onimunication  of  (Iraiid  Lodge, 
making  it  imj)ossible  to  return  them  for  alteration  or  amendment, 
and  thus  preventing  the  Orand  Secretary  from  making  a  more  com- 
|)rehensive  reference  and  ri'view  of  the  returns  for  the  year. 

The  printing  ac(tount  of  thisotHce  has  been  necessarily  large,  the 
blanks  that  had  been  on  hand  for  some  years  were  exhausted  and  had 
to  be  renewed.  Of  this  account  the  largest  item  is  ;375.')0,  for  100 
i)iplomas  on  parchment,  as  the  work  couhl  not  l)e  done  in  the  Prov- 
ince. I  had  therefore  to  send  the  copper-plaie  to  San  Francisco, 
where  we  endeavored  to  have  the  same  done  as  eheaply  as  possilde, 
and  before  acceptance,  a  copy  was  received  for  approval.  The  sane- 
tion  of  the  Printing  Committee  and  Board  of  (leneral  Purposes  was 
(>l)t,aiiied  to  the  acceptance  and  i)ayment  of  the  amount  as  per  agree- 
ment through  Wells,  Fargo  &  Co.'s  Express. 

Apjieiided  to  this  report  will  be  found  a  list  of  the  pnx'eedings  re- 
ci-ived  from  other  (Trand  Lodges,  also  a  list  of  Masonic  pampiilels 
Mild  periodicals,  likevt'ise  receiveil  from  time  to  time.

The  Board  of  General  Purposes  has  again  the  honor  to  place  be- 
fore the  Grand  Lodge  their  Annual  Report  for  1883-84. 

There  have  been  twenty-two  sessions  of  the  Board  from  their 
tirst  meeting  on  16th  July,  1883.  to  the  19th  June,  1884,  and  there 
were  also  two  special  meetings  called,  but  no  session  for  want  of  a 
quorum. 

At  the  first  meeting  on  the  16th  July,  1883,  R.-.  W.*.  Bro.  Ell 
Harrison,  Sen.,  Past  Grand  Master,  was  unanimously  elected  Vice- 
President  of  the  Board  for  the  year.

The  Board  at  the  first  meeting  resolved  to  hold  their  regular 
monthly  meetings  on  the  last  Monday  of  each  month,  commencing 
with  the  30th  July,  1883. 

The  Board  approved  of  the  several  amounts  that  were  incurred 
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in  the  entertainment  of  Illustrious  Bro.  Albert  Pike,  33°,  and  party, 
in  keeping  with  tlie  resolution  passed  in  Grand  Lodge  at  the  last  an- 
nual Communication. 

The  Board  had  much  pleasure  in  concurring  with  the  M.*.  W.*. 
Grand  Master,  in  accepting  the  invitation  of  the  Trustees  of  the 
Protestant  Orphans'  Home,  through  the  Hon.  Secretary,  J.  H,  Law- 
son,  Esq.,  to  lay  the  foundation  stone  of  their  new  building,  and  they 
have  much  pleasure  to  report  that  the  large  attendance  of  the  fratern- 
ity, the  arrangement  of  the  roUte  and  procession,  with  the  excellent 
manner  in  whicli  tlie  entire  services  were  conducted,  reflected  much 
credit  on  the  Craft  in  Victoria. 

A  subsequent  gift  of  money  was  also  donated  by  the  fraternity  to 
tliat  very  deserving  institution. 

The  Board  appointed  a  committee  of  three  to  carry  out  the  reso- 
lution of  Grand  Lodge  to  comment  and  report  upon  the  address  of 
the  M.'.  W.-.  Grand  Master,  the  same  havi'ig  been  done  and  printed 
as  you  have  already  no  doubt  observed  in  ihe  last  proceedings,  page 
44.' 

The  calls  upon  the  Fund  of  Benevolence  were  met  with  prompti- 
tude by  the  Board;  the  following  were  the  only  amounts  asked  for,

A  Communication  from  the  Grand  Master  of  Masons  of  the  Col- 
ony of  Victoria,  Australia,  asking  for  recognition  of  that  newly  form- 
ed Grand  Lodge,  the  same  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Foreign 
Correspondence.  Tlie  Board  have  much  pleasure  in  approving  the 
report  of  the  Committee,  which  is  appended  herewith  and  marked 
"A." 

A  Communication  was  received  and  laid  before  the  Board  from 
Bro.  N.  .1.  Lindsay,  of  Calgary,  N.  W.  T.,  on  behalf  of  the  Brethren 
dated  25th  Novembor,  1883,  asking  for  information  in  regard  lo  the 
oaganization  of  a  lodge  at  that  place.  Tlie  Grand  Secretary  replied, 
sending  him  a  copy  of  our  Constitution  and  also  By-Laws  of  subordi 
nate  lodges.  The  Board  subsequently  received  a  reply  stating  it  was 
their  intention  to  connect  themselves  with  the  jurisdiction  of  Mani- 
toba, and  thanking  us  for  our  kindness  and  courtesy.  The  Board, 
however,  thought  it  best  to  Intimate  to  the  Brethien  at  Calgary  that 
as  some  doubts  were  entertained  as  to  the  political  boundaries  of  the 
North-West  Territories,  and  that  should  it  be  hereafter  determined 
that  Calgary  is  within  the  limits  of  this  Province,  it  would  be  neces- 
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sary  for  them  to  place  themselves  utideruur  jurisdiction,  (although  at 
present  ottering  no  ohjections). 

It  is  with  much  sorrow  that  the  Board  has  to  record  the  loss  of 
our  V.  .  W.*.  Grand  ('hapluin,  Robert  H.  Bniitli,  whose  sudden  de- 
mise, with  tlie  sad  circumstances  connected  therewith  has  left  a  deep 
impression  on  our  minds. 

The  Board  cheerfully  sanijtioned  the  payment  of  Twenty-Five 
dollars  from  Grand  Lodge  Funds,  for  some  necessary  expenditure  in 
connection  with  the  funeral  of  our  deceased  brother,  and  trust  the 
same  will  meet  with  your  approval.  . 

A  letter  of  condolence  was  ordered  to  l)e  sent  to  the  family  of  our 
late  Brother  Smith;  a  (iopy  of  the  same  is  herewith  attatthed  and 
marked  "B." 

There  has  been  no  vacancies  in  the  Board  from  change  of  resi- 
dence, death  or  other  causes. 

The  Board  is  happy  to  state  that  there  has  been  no  appeals  from 
the  Subordinate  Lodges  during  the  past  year. 

The  greater  part  of  the  time  of  the  Board  has  been  occupied  in 
revising  the  (^)nstitution,  and  the  members,  one  and  all,  have  been 
most  in<lefatigal)le  in  prosecuting  the  work,  holding  meetings  every 
week  for  tlie  past  four  months,  and  it  is  to  be  hope<I  that  their  labors 
and  results  will  meet  with  the  approbation  of  (Jraud  Lodge,  when 
present*jd,  but  that  inasmuch  as  it  has  i)een  tound  impracticable  to 
complete  tlie  work,  and  issue  the  circulars  with  "printed  notices  of 
Amendments  U)  constitution,"  your  Board  suggests  the  granting  of 
further  time,  atid  that  tiie  whole  matter  be  fully  considered  upon  a 
subsequent  date  at  an  emergency  meeting  of  Grand  Lodge  convened 
for  that  purjM)se. 

The  Board  submit  the  report  of  the  Audit  (Joramittee  on  the 
books  and  accounts  of  the  Grand  Secretary  and  Grand  Treasurer  for 
the  Ma«onic  Year.

RECOGNITION  EXTENDED. 

The  M.'.  \V.-.  Grand  Master  directed  the  V.'.  W.*. 
Grand  Secretary  to  again  read  that  portion  of  the  Report  of 
the  Board  of  General  Purposes  relative  to  the  recognition  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Victoria,  Australia.  The  M.*.  W.-. 
Grand  Master  recommended  that  action  be  now  taken  to 
formally  extend  to  this  Sister  Grand  Lodge  in  the  Southern 
Hemisphere  a  fraternal  recognition. 

The  V.'.  W.'.  Grand  Secretary,  A.  R.  Milne,  for  the 
information  of  the  Grand  Lodge  presiented  a  synopsis  of  the 
organization  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Victoria,  Australia. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Free  and  Accepted  Masons  of 
Victoria  was  organized  in  the  City  of  Melbourne  on  the  2nd 
'lay  of  July,  1883.  There  were  present  the  duly  accredited 
R  presentatives  of  nineteen  (19)  Lodges,  of  which  eleven 
[il)  worked  under  the  Irish,  six  (6)  under  the  Scotch,  and 
two  (2)  under  the  English  Constitutions.  After  the  usual 
preliminaries,  M.'.  W.'.  Bro.  Geo.  S.  Coppin  was  elected 
Grand  Master,  and  R.'.  W.".  Bro.  H.  W.  Halloway,  Grand 
Secretary . 

The  V.\  W.'.  Grand  Secretary  hereupon  remarked  that 
this  mixture  would  forcibly  remind  our  brethren  of  like  dif- 
ficulties encountered  by  us  at  the  formation  of  our  own 
Grand  Lodge. 

There  has  been  received  by  this  Grand  Lodge  a  circular 
letter  signed  by  the  Grand  Master  and  Grand  Secretary^  and 
under  the  Seal  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  giving  a  short  history  of 
Freemasonry  in  the  Colony  of  Victoria,  and  claims  that  it 
has  been  legally  formed  and  constituted,  and  asking  recog- 
nition, and  that  the  interest  and  further  progress  of  the 
Fraternity  in  that  distant  Colony  demand  that  it  be  governed 
by  one  head  instead  of  three,  as  formerly. 
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The  following  extract  is  taken  from  the  circular.  "Tak- 
ing a  review  of  *he  history  oi  Freemasonry  in  the  world,  we 
submit  that  we  are  but  following  in  the  wake  of  other  com- 
munities, and  that  the  formation  of  a  Grand  Lodge  of  Vic- 
toria is  only  the  ir'-dtable  result  of  the  march  of  progress. 
As  children  of  the  Grand  Lodges  of  England,  Ireland  and 
Scotland,  we  are  proud  of  our  parentage,  but  as  in  the  course 
of  human  life,  the  child  grows  into  manhood,  and  necessarily 
takes  into  his  own  hand  the  government  of  his  own  affairs, 
so  do  we,  as  Masons  now  arrived  at  maturity,  feel  within 
ourselves  a  natural  and,  i.a  ve  think,  a  laudable  desire  to 
rank  as  such."  ******  ^«-  "Having  forrued  our 
Grand  Lodge  strictly  in  accord  with  all  precedent,  we  now 
affirm  that  it  is  Masonically  in  possession  of  this  Territory, 
and  frcm  now  and  henceforth  claim  supremo  jurisdiction 
within  the  Colony  of  Victoria."

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  RE  UNION  LODGE,  No.  9. 

New  Westminster,  B.  C,  June  16th,  1884. 

Dear  Sir  and  Brother., — We  have  the  honor  to  respectfully  state 
for  your  information,  that  in  accordance  with  the  command  of  the 
Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master  of  A.  F.  &  A.  M.,  of  British  Colum- 
bia, we  have  this  day  visited  Union  Lodge,  No.  9,  in  this  city,  at  a 
special  meeting  convened  for  the  purpose  of  meeting  us  as  delegates 
from  the  M.  W.  G.  L.,  and  have  much  pleasure  in  stating  that  we 
found  matters  respecting  that  Lodge  in  an  improved  condition  to 
that  of  former  years.  The  utmost  harmony  prevails  among  the 
brethren  and  members  of  the  Lodge,  and  Lodge  affairs  appear  to  be 
!'.  ^  flourishing  condition  generally. 

Work  was  exemplified  in  the  Entered  Appretence  Degree,  whidi 
was  creditably  done,  but  we  camiot  refrain  from  saying  that  there  is 
still  room  for  improvement,  and  until  such  time  as  a  Grand  Lecturer 
is  provided  for  the  Province,  to  visit  and  instrujt  tlie  brethren  of  the 
various  Lodges,  it  is  apparent  that  they  caniiot  be  expected  to  make 
a  showing  similar  to  those  of  other  places. 

A  very  laudable  and  commendable  project  is  at  present  occupying!

We  do  not  touch 
upon  the  statistics  of  the  Lodge  as  regards  membership,  etc.,  as  we 
presume  they  will  be  fully  laid  before  you  in  the  regular  reports  from 
the  officers  of  Union  Lodge.

REPORT  OF  GRAND  REPESENTATIVES. 

Reports  of  the  Representatives  of  the  Grand  Lodges  of 
Arkansas,  Georgia,  New  Sorth  Wales,  Illinois  and  8outh 
Carolina,  were  then  read  by  the  V.'.  W.*.  Grand  Secretary, 
and,  upon  motion,  were  received  and  ordered  to  be  printed. 

ARKANSAS. 
The  M.-.  W.-.  G.-.  L.-.  of  Arkansas  held  its  44th  Annual  Com- 
munication in  tlie  City  of  Little  Rock  on  the  27th  November,  5883, 
being  the  day  appointed  therefor  by  their  Constitution,  and  was 
opened  in  ample  form  l)y  M.'.  W.-.  Bro.  Logan  H.  Root,  Grand  Mas- 
ter. Nearly  all  the  Grand  Officers  were  present.  Eight  Past  Grand 
Masters,  eleven  Distric^t  Dei)uty  Grand  Masters,  and  no  less  than  42 
Grand  Representatives,  (iiieluding  British  Columbia)  were  in  their 
respective  stations,  besides  the  representatives  from  281  Lodges  of  the 
jurisdiction,  being  the  largest  assembly  ever  held  in  G.*.  L.'.  in  the 
State.  The  Grand  Master  in  his  address  mentions  the  fact  the  mem- 
bership in  the  United  States  has  increased  by  about  14,000,  and  that 
the  suspensions  for  non-payment  of  dues  has  decreased  by  1,200  as 
compared  with  the  previous  year.  No  deaths  among  the  Grand 
Officers;  no  important  appeals;  peace  and  harmony  prevailing  among 
themselves  and  in  all  their  relations  throughout  the  world.  A  very 
l)leasing  reminiscence  of  1849  is  briefly  dwelt  upon,  and  the  circum- 
stance of  laying  the  corner  stone  of  the  Little  Bock  University 
building  is  referred  to:  several  dispensations  were  granted  to  new 
lodges;  six  dispensations  granted  for  eliange  of  domicile;  varied  and 
numerous  dispensations  were  grunted  for  circumstances  not  dwelt 
upon,  as  also  many  deputlzations  for  laying  corner  stones  and  the 
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fledications  of  new  Jialls;  twenty  decisions  of  un  interesting  natnre 
are  given  by  the  Grand  Master;  the  condition  of  the  Craft  affords  the 
F'raternity  ample  reason  for  felicitation.

GEORGIA. 

The  Annual  Communication  of  this  M.-.  W.-.  and  time  honored 
Grand  Lodge,  assembled  in  Annual  Communication  in  the  Masonic 
Temple  in  the  City  of  Macon,  on  the  30th  October,  1883,  all  the 
Grand  Officers  being  present,  excejit  Bro.  Bstell,  theS.*.  G.-.  W.*., 
for  which  painful,  though  sufficient  reason  is  given.  Nine  elective 
Past  Grand  Officers  and  twenty-one  Gi'and  Representatives  of  other 
Grand  Bodies  were  also  present,  but  among  the  latter  I  do  not  observe 
the  name  of  Bro.  Calvin  Fay,  our  representative — this  is  the  second 
time  in  succession  that  I  notice  this  truancy,  and  I  sincerly  trust 
that  the  brother  is  not  getting  apathotic.  The  Grand  Master's 
Address  is  terse  and  crisp,  but  re])lete  nevertheless  with  systematic 
advice  and  sound  sense  of  argument.  He  says:  "We  meet  for  a 
three-fold  purpose;  to  review  the  Past,  consider  the  Present,  and 
draw  designs  and  prepare  plans  for  the  Future;"  he  also  says: 
"Much  of  the  Past  jv^ill  always  be  regretted,  much  of  the  Present  is 
even  now  to  be  deplored;  what  shall  the  Future  be?  Shall  the  sym- 
bols of  our  Order  rust  in  our  hands?  and  at  the  last  hang  like  leaden 
weights  about  our  necks  as  terrible  witnesses  of  our  stupidity  and  the 
folly  of  false  pretensions  to  moral  and  right  living?"  From  which  it 
would  appear  that  iilertness  and  lassitude,  nuisonically,  are  not  pecu- 
liar to  British  Columbia.  The  diction  of  the  Graiul  Master,  under 
tlie  heading  of  Decisions,  is  exceptionally  carefully  put  together,  in- 
structive throughout,  and  t  vliaustive  to  a  fault.

NEW  HOUTH  WALES. 

Some  irregularity  in  mail  coijununi^jation  doubtless  accounts  for 
it,  but  up  to  the  present  moment,  save  an<l  except  an  occasional  num- 
ber of  the  "  Sydney  Freemason  "  and   "  MeH)onriie  Victorian  Free- 
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mason," the  proceedings  to  .Tune,  1882,  are  the  last  received;  at  which 
date  M.'.  W.'.  Bro.  J.  S.  Fai  well  was  still  the  Grand  Master,  and  R.". 
\V.'.  Bro.  Nicholas  Weekes  the  (errand  Secretary.  There  were  32 
Lodges  on  the  roll,  (an  increase  of  five  since  last  I  reported),  and  they 
were  acknowledged  by  16  Graijd  Lodges,  (an  increase  of  7  since  last 
mentioned).  No  mention  is  made  of  British  Columbia  in  their  "re- 
port or  proceedings  of  other  Grand  Bodies;"  this  is  almost  unpardon- 
able, as  our  proceedings  have  been  prompt'y  mailed  to  them,  and  we 
were  among  the  first  to  extend  to  them  tlie  much  desired  fraternal 
welcome.

ILLINOIS. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Illinois  held  its  44th  Annual  Communica- 
tion in  the  City  of  Chicago  on  2nd  October,  1883.  The  printed  pro- 
ceedings, as  usual,  are  rich  in  matters  of  import  to  the  fraternity. 
The  Grand  blaster's  address  is  very  concise  and  thoroughly  practical. 
The  decisions  are  principally  local  in  their  application.  I  quote  the 
following,  upon  the  subject  of  jurisdiction,  (a  question  continually 
cropi)ing  up  and  not  confined  to  any  particular  section). 

"A,  after  being  initiated  in  Lodge  1,  moves  within  the  jurisdic- 
tion of  Lodge  3.  Lodge  1  afterwards  surrcaders  its  chai'ter.  Lodge 
2,  being  the  nearest  to  Lodge  1,  falls  heir  to  its  unfinished  work,  and 
Lodge  3  cannot  act  upon  the  petition  of  A  for  advancement  without 
tlie  consent  of  Lodge  2." 

I  find  that  charges  were  preferred  against  the  Masters  of  several 
lodges,  and  discipline  administered  wliere  deserved.  Regarding  the 
amendment  to  their  constitution,  adopted  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Massachusetts,  acknowledging  as  parts  of  the  Masonic  Body  ''Chap- 
ter Council  Comniandery  and  bodies  of  tlie  Scottish  Rite,  debaring 
Masons  of  that  jurisdictioi.  from  association  with  other  bodies 
claiming  to  be  Masonic.  Ctrand  Master  Browning  objects  in  toto 
recognizing  no  degrees  except  those  conferred  under  the  regulations 
of  the  Grand  Lodges  of  tlie  various  States  and  Territories  of  the 
United  States  and  the  Governments  throught  the  world."  I  belice 
our  (xrand  Lodge  is  not  yet  prepared  to  discuss  the  action  of  our 
Mtujsachusetts  brethren,  though  we  are  aware  of  its  extreme  import- 
ance, and  that  the  solution  of  this  prol)leni  will  ere  long  be  presented 
for  serious  consideration.  The  Grand  Secretary's  report  gives  a  care- 
ful resume  of  fiscal  and  routine  transactions,  and  justly  complains  of 
the  amount  of  extra  labor  entailed  by  d;  iay  of  returns  fnmi 
constituent  lodges.  He  reconmiends  change  of  dates,  with  other  val- 
uable suggestions  of  local  sectional  interest.     Among  the  reports  of 
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assistant  Grand  Lecturers,  that  of  Bro.  J.  H.  C  Dill,  with  its  record 
of  75  days  labor,  seems  to  deserve  special  mention.  The  report  of  the 
trial  and  conviction  of  Past  Grand  Secretary  Birrell,  for  defalcation, 
thoroughly  vindicates  the  action  taken  by  that  Grand  Body  in  not 
allowing  a  brother's  prominent  position  in  the  Craft  to  shield  him 
from  the  consequence  of  his  guilt.  The  report  of  the  Committee  on 
Foreign  Correspondence  is  a  wonderful  epitome  of  the  general  work 
among  the  Craft,  and  its  terse  and  sparkling  comments  are  in  keep- 
ing with  the  established  reputation  of  its  author  as  a  leader  of  Mason- 
ic thought,  and  though  elsewhere  Bro.  Gurney  tells  the  Grand  Lodge 
he  is  on  the  shady  side  of  sixty,  he  seems  to  gather  fresh  strength  of 
mental  power  from  ripe  experience.  My  space  is  too  limited  to  ad- 
mit of  quotations,  though  desire  to  do  so  is  strong.  I  heartily  recom- 
mend the  perusal  of  this  report,  desiring  that  others  should  participate 
in  the  gratification  it  has  afforded  me.
